AUSTIN, Minn., Nov. 11.—Sheriff 
Syck tonight appealed to Gov.

The three suffered bruises and 
lacerations as officers and strikers 
clashed during the assault on the 
plant. 

The Sheriff, in a message to the 
Governor, said the “situation here 
is so unruly that deputizing of un- 
informed and poorly armed citizens 
would precipitate guerilla warfare 
with citizen casualties on both 
sides.” 

Gov. Olson conferred later with 
a delegation of Austin officials in 
Minneapolis and then sent Frank 
Starkey, member of the State In- 
dustrial Commission, there to :¢e 
if the difficulty could be settled by 
arbitration. 

Police estimated 500 of the 2500 
employes affected by suspension of 
plant operations drove off the 
premises President Jay C. Hormel, 
and three other officers. 

Some strikers wielded clubs as 
they rushed forward despite explo- 
sion of a tear gas bomb by po- 
lice. 

Operations were suspended today 
after a group of workers demand- 
ing higher pay walked out and 
formed picket lines. Machinery, in- 
cluding the refrigeration system, 
was shut off by the invaders. 

In a statement Hormel implied 
that all em»nloyes were discharged 
as a result of the disturbance and 
that the plant would remain closed 
indefinitely.

Henry, who obtained employment 
as a shipping clerk at $16.50 a week 
two months ago, his first job in 
two years, said he had taken up 
burglary to support his family. He 
lives with his wife and children, 
the oldest a boy of 14, in a three- 
room flat at 814 Rutger street. A 
relief agency, he said, had provid- 
ed food and fuel for the family and 
his burglaries had enabled him to 
pay the rent, buy gasoline for his 
automobile, and meet other ex- 
penses. 

Much o: Loot Recovered. 

In the basement of his home po- 
lice recovered an assortment of 
watches, clocks, rings, clothing, and 
other articles. Henry said it repre- 
sented all of the loot he obtained, 
except the cash, that he had sold 
nothing. He was unable to tell how 
many homes he had robbed, but po- 
lice thought it was about 100. All 
were on the South Side. 

Henry is 38 years old. He said 
he was a World War veteran and a 
former policeman at Racine, Wis. 
“I guess I was crazy to do it,” 
he said ruefully to a reporter who 
questioned him at the Carondelet 
Station, 
Henry was arrested by police in 
one of three scout cars which had 
gone to the vicinity of the south- 
west corner of Carondelet Park in 
response to broadcasts that four 
families, in quick succession, had 
telephoned that a burglar had en- 
tered their homes. 
Officers were starting to look for 
the burglar in the park when they 
noticed Henry getting out of an 
automobile near the home of Mrs. 
Carl E. Becker, 6715 Leona street, 
one of those whose home had been 
robbed. They found in his pos 
session a purse that had been 
stolen from Mrs. Becker, and $76 
worth of jewelry stolen from the 
home of Albert Koberman, 4022 
Loughborough avenue. 

Stolen Articles in Auto. 
In the automobile police found 
boudoir lamps, a doll lamp, fancy 
pillows, bed clothing and men’s 
shirts, which were identified, along 
with the jewelry, by Mr. and Mrs.

LINER HIT BY GUBAN 
BULLETS REACHES U.S. 


Two Gunboats Used the Morro 
Castle as Screen in Firing 
on Fort, Captain Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The liner 


Morro Castle arrived from Cuba 
today bearing scars from Cuban 


rebel guns in the recent fighting 
at Havana, the ship’s 31 passengers 
still excited over their experience. 

Warned that there might be fir- 
ing on the waterfront, Capt. Joseph 
E. Jones, master of the Morro Cas- 
tle, backed his ship out of its pier 
nearly uwo hours before its sched- 
uled sailing time. 

At the moment he started moving 
astern, two Cuban gunboats, the 
Cuba and the Patria, maneuvered 
into such a position that the liner 
would be between them and the 
shore. Capt. Jones said that they 
then began firing on the fort ad~ 
joining the postoffice dock an€& con- 
tinued their fire until the Morro 
Castle straightened out and head- 
ed to sea. 

Capt. Jones gave orders to clear 
the port decks as the ship moved 
astern. The passengers, however, 
were constantly appearing on deck 
attempting to get pictures of the 
gunboats. 
A barrage of machine gun bullets 
whistled between the aft  stan- 
chions, but did no damage. Mid- 
ship, on the port side, four or five 
machine gun bullets flattened 
against the steel bulkheads. 

As soon as. the Morro Castle 
straightened out and was making 
speedily for the narrows, the gun- 
boats ceased firing and began 
backing out themselves. 

“It was nothing very exciting,” 
Capt. Jones said. “The passengers 
found it so but I was interested 
chiefly in what the gunboats were 
going to do. Clever of them _ to 
Maneuver so as to make us a 
screen. We all thought that. I 
knew they’d want to come out like 
the very devil as soon as we got 
under way, so I gave our engines 
all they’d stand and got away. 
That’s all there was to it.” 

Two Cuban army officers who 
escaped frcm prison in Havana and 
leaped from a lowering gang plank 
to board the ship when it sailed 
Wednesday, arrived here on the 
liner. Lieut. Andreas Fuentes Du- 
any wore pajamas, bedroom slip- 
pers and a topcoat when he rushed 
aboard the ship. His companion. 
Lieut. J. M. Carbonel!, was in tan 
mufti. Their baggage was passed 
to the ship by lines. 


The Lieutenants were members 
of the group of 483 Cuban officers 
who defenijied themselves at the 
Hotel National early last month. 
Duany and Carbonell were in the 
prison a month and six days. They 
escaped with 14 others in the con- 
fusion early on the morning of Nov. 
8 when the City of Havana was 
attacked by rebel airplanes. 

“With the aid of a milk wagon,” 
Lieut. Carbonell said, “we went 
from the home of one friend to an- 
other. [Finally we reached the 
pier, under the impression the ship 
would sail at 6 p. m. The gang- 
plank was being lowered and we 
ran up.” 

“What I wish you would say for 
us,” Carbonell said, “is that our 
greatest, in fact our supreme inter- 
est at the moment, is not for our- 
selves, but our 330 brother officers 
who are still in the Cabana prison 
and whose lives without outside in- 
tercession are worth little.”

100 KILLED AND 600 
WOUNDED ENFORCING 
FEDERAL DRY LAW 


Casualties Heaviest in 1930 
When Biggest Property Seizure 
Was Made. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—About 
100 Federal agents were killed and 
600 wounded in enforcing the pro- 
hibition law. Federal agents arrest- 
ed 800,000 persons and seized $205,- 
151,000 worth of: property, including 
liquor and stills. 

The heaviest casualties recorded 
up to the end of the 1932 fiscal year 
occurred in 1930, when 14 agents 
were killed and 116 injured. An 
equal number was killed in 1921, 
but the injuries totaled only 13 that 
year. The number injured in 1931 
and 1932 are not recorded, but five 


were killed the former year and 
nine in the latter. 
No casualties among revenue 


agents were recorded for the first 
five and one-half months after the 
dry law began operating. After 
1921, the deaths and injuries ran as 
follows: 1922, 9 and 28; 1923, 11 and 
45; 1924, 2 and 28; 1925, 7 and 39; 
1926, 6 and 50; 1927, 6 and 59; 1928, 
10 and 89; 1929, 6 and 94. 

The largest property seizure was 
made in 1930, when $29,238,000 worth 
was confiscated. The smallest 
amount, $5,872,000, was confiscated 
in 1922.

WALLACE 
IN CORN BELT 
TALK REPLIES 

TO CRITICS 


Charging Farm Revolt Is 
Playing Into Hands of Re- 
actionaries, He Points Out 


“‘Hell Raising Solves No 


Problems.”’ 


“NEW LEASE ON LIFE” 
IN OTHER AREAS 


Promises Results Within 3 
Months in Nation’s ‘‘Sore 
Spot” — Says Price-Fix- 
ing Means Licensing 


Every Plowed Field.

DES MOINES, Ia. Nov. 11. -< 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
back in his home city andthe area 
of farm unrest, tonight called upon 
corn belt farmers to co-operate 
with the administration’s farm pro- 
gram and denounced the holiday 
movement. 

An audience of 7000, including 
delegations of “dirt farmers,” gave 
Wallace an ovation when he began 
his address. 

After concluding his formal 
speech, the Secretary leaned over 
the speakers’ stand for a “friendly 
talk with the home folks.” For 15 
minutes he spoke informally. When 
he had finished, the cheers again 
started. 

“Of a certainty,” the Secretary 
asserted, “selfishness no longer is 
the mainspring of progress. We are 
faced with the necessity of learn- 
ing how to live with abundance,” 

He made a vigorous explanation 
of the administration’s farm poli- 
cies, asserted that they have ac 
complished more in eight months 
than in the 12 years-preceding, and 
described the new $500,000,000 corn- 
hog production control program as 
certain to bring better prices to the 
corn belt producer. The responsi- 
bility of making it succeed, he 
said; “rests with the farmer.” 

He pictured the corn belt as “the 
sore spot of the nation,” but as- 
serted that until farmers are will- 
ing to curb production and reduce 
supply, better prices and improve- 
ment in conditions are impossible. 
He praised President Roosevelt's 
monetary policies but repeated 
warnings that “inflation alone” will 
not solve the farm problem. 

The Governors’ Pian. 

Wallace discussed the plan of the 
mid-Western Governors, rejected 
last week by President Roosevelt, 
which called for fixing farm prices 
at parity within 30 days and fixing 
quotas of production and sales for 
farmers. Wallace said he believed 
the regimentation which this plan 
called for “would be unacceptable 
to farmers,” and asserted that vol- 
untary co-operation possible under 
the administration’s plans for curb- 
ing production would be more de 
sirable. * 

The administration’s pro 
calling for benefit payments to 
farmers reducing their output was 
described by Wallace as “demo- 
cratic,” as making possible a 
“planned agriculture,” and as hav- 
ing already brought improvement 
among cotton, tobacco and wheat 
farmers. 

The goal of the administration's 
efforts, he said, is to boost farm in- 
come from last year’s $5,000,000.000 
to $11,000,000,000, but he cautioned 
against hopes of accomplishing this 
without consideration for the in- 
comes of urban consumers. 

He asserted that farm income 
and factory payrolls rise and fall 
together, that in the eight months 
of the administration each has been 
boosted from a rate of $5,000,000,000 
a year to a rate of about $6,500,000,- 
000, that each should be boosted to 
$11,000,000,000 annually.

quiring that they must have made 
affirmative agreement to comply 
with the code for their industry. As 
far as I know, Ford is complying 
with the automobile code, but he 
has not agreed to it and Edsel told 
me he never would agree.

“The question involved is not one 
of complying with the code, but of 
adherence to the President’s regula- 
tion or violation of it.

“The provisions of this code ap- 
proved by the President pursuant 
to the statutory authority have the 
force and effect of law. The fact 
that the Ford Motor Co. may not 
have signed assent to the code of 
its industry and indicated that it 
intends to comply with the pro- 
visions of said code seems not con- 
trolling here. 

“Until it is established that one 
subject to a duly approved code of 
fair competition has violated its 
provisions, it is to be assumed, as 
in the rule respecting any law, that 
the provisions of the law will be 
duly observed,” 

Attempts Made to Reject Bids. 

McCarl’ made his rulings in let- 
ters to the Secretaries of Agricul- 
ture and Commerce, both of whom 
had sought to reject low bids by 
the Northwest Motor Co. of Bethes- 
da, Md., a Ford dealer. The com- 
pany had offered bids on contracts 
for automobiles to be purchased by 
the Civilian Conservation Corps and 
the Commerce Department's air- 
ways division. It certified it had 
complied with NRA regulations but 
said it had no authority to vouch 
for the manufacturer. It offered 
its bids as an individual. 

The Comptroller-General said :n 
agent could not so act as an in- 
dividual and a dealer was finan- 
cially responsible for any loss 
caused by code violation of the 
manufacturer le represents. Should 
violation be proved ‘against Ford, 
for instance, a contract the Gov- 
ernment had entered into with a 
Ford dealer could be cancelled and 
the dealer would have to reimburse 
the Government for any loss in- 
volved. 

With Recovery Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson returning from 
his speaking tour of the Mid-West 
next week it was expected he again 
would take up the Ford contro- 
versy. An NRA statement yester- 
day reported apparent compl-ance 
by Ford so far as wages and hours 
of employment are concerned, but 
the matter of collective bargaining 
still remains in dispute.

Farm prices, 
although still far under what they 
should be and what you and I can 
co-operate to make them, are high- 
er than they were at the low time 
last winter and higher than they 
were a year ago. They are tre- 
mendously higher than they prom- 
ised to be six months ago, when 
the agricultural adjustment act 
was passed. 


The Sore Spot of Nation. 


“Today the corn belt is the sore 
spot of the nation. There is dis- 
tress and there is misery here. You 
know, quite as well as I do, why 
this is so. It is not because of any- 
thing we have done or have failed 
to do since March; it is because of 
things that were done and things 
that were left undone during the 
past 12 rears. 

“Once again the corn belt seems 
to be at a cross-roads. There are 
at least three paths that farmers 
may take; There are obstacles in 
all three of them. Yet a qhoice has 
to be made, and it has t6 be made 
now. I conceive it my duty to pre- 
sent those alternatives to you as 
fairly as I know how, and in doing 
so I shall speak with the utmost 
frankness. 

“There is the path of immediate 
price-fixing, as advocated by the 
five Mid-Western Governors who 
recently visited us in Washington; 
there is the trail already blazed bv 
the cotton and tobacco farmers of 
the South and the wheat farmers cf 
the West; or, finally, there is the 
opportunity to join the holiday 
movement and raise hell. 


Like an Aching Tooth. 


“IT have been neither surprised 
nor shocked by the revolt of the 
holiday folks. It is true that I have 
never seen”eye to eye with the 
leaders of the movement, but when 
it has been suggested that the 
great powers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment might be used in subter- 
ranean ways to disrupt the move- 
ment, I have insisted that the best 
way to stop this kind of ruckus is 
to get more money into the farm- 
ers’ hands. The holiday movement 
is like the nerve to an aching 
tooth. You deaden the nerve only 
as a last resort. Meanwhile, it tells 
just where and how serious the 
ache is. 

“But when you have said that, I 
am afraid you have said all that 
can be said for such a movement. 
Violence, destruction of property 
and bloodshed solve no problems. 
The statements of the leaders de- 
ploring such violence come a little 
late, and are of very little use in 
mending broken heads. You can't 
get more of the consumer's dollar 
by keeping milk away from his 


| 


buildings be destroyed, a few more 
heads cracked, and a few more milk 
trucks upset, and I greatly fear 
that the reaction among consumers 
will be anything but helpful to 
farmers generally. 

“It so happens that we have in 
the White House a man who  be- 
lieves in the farmer. Never have 
the farmers of the United States 
had a President who knew 4s 
much about farming or who was 
as sympathctie to their cause. 


“Whether or not there is a sym- 
pathetic understanding between the 
reactionaries in the  hell-raising 
boys, the two groups are working 
to the same end. If the adminis- 
tration can be pushed into doing 
something which ultimately proves 
to be foolish, the reactionaries can 
again come into their own. 

“T am here to tell you that the 
administration does not ‘push’ that 
easily. 

“For most farmers the path of 
violence has no apepal. There 
are alternatives. One of them is 
the proposal of the five Mid-West- 
ern Governors who visited us re- 
cently in Washington. Perhaps the 


‘fairest way to present that is to tell 


you the various stages in our dis- 
cussion, 

“The Governors asked for price- 
fixing. The pressure of events, they 
felt, required that, and required it 
at once. But after they had consid- 
ered the difficulties of fixing prices 
at the point asked by the holiday 
folks, they agreed that there would 
have to be some practical method 
of arriving at a fair price, So they 
substituted fair exchange value, as 
defined in the agricultural adjust- 
ment act, still insisting, however, on 
the necessity for immediate price- 
fixing. 

“Their first proposal, therefore, 
was to control marketing by means 
of a bariner code under the NRA, 
but enthusiasm for that idea faded 
away when they learned of the cel- 
ebrated Huey Long amendment to 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act. This amendment provides that 
nothing in the NRA shall hamper 
the farmer’s freedom on market- 
ing. 

“So the Governors then proposed 
a system of compulsory marketing 
control, giving monthly marketing 
quotas to every farmer in the 
United States. And they were will- 
ing to back the compulsory mar- 
keting system with a system of li- 
censing every plowed field in the 
country. 

A Compulsory Control Issue. 

“One reason I have come out to 
Towa at this time is to discover 
whether or not the farmers of the 
corn belt are ready for the imposi- 
tion of compulsory control both of 
production and marketing. 

“If they’are, new legislation will 
be necessary; the extsting laws, I 
am quite convinced, will:not permit 
the metheds the Governors have in 
mind. 

“It would be necessary, apparent- 
ly, to declare agrieulture a public 
utility and then to begin the truly 
staggering task of deciding which 
farmers should have certificates of 
public convenience and necessity, 
of telling American farmers wheth- 
er or not they would be permitted 
to farm at all, what crops’ they 
might grow, how much they might 
plant, and how, when, and where 
they might market them; of re 
quiring from each of the 6% million 
farmers in the United States de- 
tailed, periodic reports of receipts 
and expenditures and inventories; 
and, finally, of checking up on each 
of these reports with appropriate 
frequency. 

“That sort of thing is involved in 
all public utility regulation, and I 


presume agriculture could not be 
any exception. 

“Is this what the farmers of the 
United States want? In the past 
I have not thought so, but per 
haps I'm just too conservative, 

“There is another way. It is not 
the way of violence, nor is it the 
way of compulsion. It is the oppor- 
tunity offered to the farmers of 
the United States to unite for a 
planned agriculture in a way that 
will help both them and the na- 
tion. It is voluntary, not compul- 
sory; it is born of the spirit of 
Democracy; the legislation for it 
already exists, the machinery has 
been set up, and best’ of all, we 


know that i will] work for 


it has begun to work in two great 
sections of the United States. 

“In the South farmers have 
united in an extraordinary effort 
to raise prices by adjusting their 
production, They have succeeded. 
Cotton is today commanding twice 
the price it brought last winter. To- 
bacco is up. And in keeping with 
the Government’s contract, the ag- 
ricultural adjustment administra- 
tion has put millions of dollars in- 
to the hands of those growers who 
co-operated. 

“A New Lease on Life.” 

“The effect has been electrifying. 
From every part of that region 
comes the word that the growers, 
the bysinessmen, and everybody 
has taken. a new lease on life. 
Farmers have money to spend for 
the first time in many months, and 
they are spending it. The circuit 
flow ‘of prosperity seems to be be- 
ginning down there, 

“The wheat growers of the na- 
tion have likewise completed the 
first stage of their campaign to 
raise prices by adjusting the sup- 
ply to the market that actually ex- 
ists. Benefit payments to compen- 
state them for their sacrifices are 
at this moment coming. out of 
Washington. We hope that the first 
payments will be in the hands of 
all the 550,000 co-operating growers 
before Christmas. 

“I -have been speaking of the 
wheat grower, the cotton and the 


grower and the hog producer? Two 
or three months from now I believe 
it will be possible to say the same 
things about the corn country, if 
the people here wish it to be so. 

“The possibilities are contained 
in at Icast two major activities of 
the Roosevelt administration. The 
corn-hog program, which I shall 
present to you tonight, is one; 
monetary action is the other. It 
might be appropriate first to con- 
sider the possibilities in the admin- 
istration’s monetary policy. 

"As a result of the administra- 
tion’s monetary action, prices will 
undoubtedly rise. No one can pre- 
dict when or how much for any 
individual commodity. 

“Now the trouble with most in- 
flations is that they delude you in- 
to believing that there is a brand- 
new market for your products; but 
when you have produced the stuff, 
the market has vanished. In large 
part that was the tragedy of the 
war-time inflation. It brought at 
least 40,000,000 additional acres 
under the plow in this country; 
ever since, we have been striving 
desperately to produce for that for- 
eign market which really existed 
only during the war period. 


“But I can see, as we move step 
by step to increase the price level, 
that some farmers are in danger 
of repeating precisely the mistakes 
they made in 1919. Since I believe 
there is this danger, I feel I would 
be criminally negligent if I did not 
say so. I do wish to make it plain, 
however, that the restoration of 
values which is going on now is not 
the same kind of inflation we had 
in 1919. The cautions to observe, 
therefore, are different. 

Planning for Market. 

“It is more necessary now than 
it was in 1919 to recognize that no 
matter how much monetary causes 
may move prices upward, and for 
a short time create the illusion of 
an unusual] foreign market, there 
is eventually the necessity of fac- 
ing the true nature of the changed 
world demand for American farm 
products. Indeed, the moment 
prices stop rising, the true nature 
of this demand may appall some 
people. 

“Let me put it another way: con- 
trolled inflation is absolutely neces- 
sary if we are to shoulder our pres- 
ent burden of debt, but don’t fool 
yourselves into believing it is 
everything. I am for it, as I al- 
ways have been, but I insist upon 
preparing for its consequences. By 
wise planning, by realistic weigh- 
ing of the dangers as well as the 
benefits of inflation, farmers can 
minimize the dangers and profit 
by the benefits. 

“By wise planning I mean the ad- 
justment of production to the mar- 
ket that actually exists, here and 
now. That is the way to raise prices 
and to keep them up. There is no 
other permanent way. 

$75,000,000 for Iowa. 


“For the first time in the history | 


of the corn belt, there is a prac- 
tical method of accomplishing that. 
The new corn-hog plan will, if 
farmers want it to, do the job. 
Not only that, it will bring $350,- 
000,000 in benefit payments into 
the corn belt—-about $75,000,000 in 
Iowa alone—between Jan. 1, 1934, 
and the spring of 1935. 

“But many people say there 
should be no acreage control of 
farm products so long as there is 
a single hungry or ragged person 
in the United States. If I thought 
that acreage control would force 
one person in this country to go 
hungry or ragged, I would not for 
a moment approve it. But don’t 
forget that even in the prosperous 
days of 1929, we could not possibly 
consume all the produce of our 
farms. If all of our people were 
consuming pork and lard at the rate 
they did in the more prosperous 
years, we would still have a sur- 
plus of several million head of hogs 
Over and beyond our needs. The 
American consumer never has eat- 
en up the American hog crop. 

“I cannot say it too strongly: 
Nobody will starve if we reduce hog 
production but farmers will go 
without the necessities of life if 
we don’t. 

“Now it would be foolish to ig- 
nore the-fact that this program is 
being opposed and opposed bit- 


terly. 
Packers Don’t Like It. 

“The packers don’t like it. They 
wanted a processing tax of only 
10 cents a hundred pounds at the 
start, gradually increasing to no 
more than 60 cents. The present 
tax, as you know, is 50 cents a 
hundredweight, increasing gradual- 
ly to $2 by next February. We 
have had to argue about that with 
the packers all summer long. But 
the program had to be announced 
whether the packers liked it or not,

How they resist any effort of gov- 
ernment to interfere with that 
process! They cry aloud in defense 
of what they call their rights; they 
quote passionately from the Con- 
stitution; and if their normal in- 
come ig reduced a million to half a 
million a year, they speak darkly 
of the inroads of Communism, Fas- 
cism, Socialism, and so on and on.

“We have read this week of how 
a famous speculator managed a 
stock-trading syndicate for a few 
friends, and ‘of how in less than 
~ Foes they made a profit of $12,- 

,000—without having invested 
one red cent of their own money. 
With millions in want, is it any 
wonder that the people of America 
are against that sort of thing? Is it 
surprising that they question the 
impartiality and the wisdom of the 


advice that these speculators hand | 


out? 

“It would be interesting, if there 
were time, to recall some of the 
things this speculative gentleman 
sajd about farmers, Government in- 
terference in_ business, and the De- 
partment of Agriculture, in some 
articles that appeared last year. He 
seemed to think it a shocking thing 
for Government to try, directly or 
indirectly, to prevent him from 
making just as many millions of 
dollars as he wanted to, and he 
seemed to think it equally shock- 
ing for Government to try to help 
farmers make a decent living. 

“I don’t suppose some of those 
who are clamoring for 90-cent corn 
and $11 hogs by no later than 8 
o'clock tomorrow morning will like 
this program either. I have a 
strong suspicion, however, that 
some of the boys who make the 
most noise would be the least satis- 
fied if they did, by some miracle, 
get 90-cent corn and $11 hogs to- 
morrow. That would merely be the 
signal to raise the ante some more. 

Farm and Factory Income. 

“During the eight months of this 
administration, we have increased 
the income of agriculture until it is 
now going at the rate of about six 
and one-half billion dollars annual- 
ly and the income of the factory 
workers until it is now going at the 
rate of about six and one-half bil- 
lion dollars annually.

SAYS RUSSIA, IF RECOGNIZED, 
WOULD TAKE CROP SURPLUSES 


Former Senator Brookhart Thinks 
New Market Could Become 
Means of Recovery.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.-—For- 
mer U. S.. Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart, foreign trade adviser 
to the farm adjustment administra- 
tion, said today America’s cotton 
and processed livestock surpluses 
could be sold to Soviet Russia if 
that nation is recognized by the 
United States and granted suffi- 
cient credit. 

He predicted President Roosevelt's 
conversations with the. Russian 
Commissar, Maxim Litvinoff, would 
bring recognition and eventual 
granting of credit. 

“An adequate loan by this Gov- 
ernment, payable .-in 
would guarantee purchase by Rus- 
sia of every pound of the $30,000,- 
000 of surplus livestock products in 
this country and would insure a 
profitable disposition of -all cot- 
ton surpluses,” he said. 

“Soviet Russia has never failed 
to pay a bill when due,” he assert- 
ed, “and I am confident this na- 
tion would get back every dollar it 
loaned to Russia. They have 15 
years of experience, and their care-

Charles Heinemann, Picked 
Up After Five Years’ 
Search, Says He Shot 
Frank Hammerle. 


Charles Heinemann, 78-year-old 
former junk dealer, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday after- 
noon that he shot and killed Frank 
Hammerle, East St. Louis painter 
and decorator, five years ago. 

Sheriff Jerome Munie of St. Clair 
County was presen’ when the in- 
firm wanderer who has been sought 
as a material witness ever since 


Hammerle’s body was found, made 
his quavering admissions in Ger- 
man and broken English. 

Heinemann’s story does not ex- 
plain the fact that Hammerle’s 
body was -.und in an abandoned 
cistern in the yard of Heinemenn’‘s 
home, 735 Locust street, East St. 
Louis, bound h d and foot with 
rope. Sheriff Mune plans to ques- 
tion him today on this point. 

The junk dealer had disappeared 
when Hammerle’s body was discov- 
ered in the cistern. He was not 
seen again until a policeman picked 
him up Thursday night, wandering 
on the streets of East St. Louis 
After he had been placed in the 
holdover, another policeman recog- 
nized. him and he was turned over 
to the Sheriff, who removed him to 
the St. Clair Cour.‘y Hospital. It 
was there that he talked yesterday, 
to the Sheriff and the reporter. 

Heinemann Tells His Story. 

“What became of Hammerle?” 
he was asked. “Oh, Frank,” he re- 
plied weakly, “I know him. He was 
a painter. Sure. He used to come 
to my house to eat. My wife, she’d 
fix him soup and even mend his 
clothes.” 

His wife, he continued, died 
March 6, 1928, and after that Ham- 
merle continued his visits. On Sun- 
day, March 13, 1928, “he came with 
soup meat and made himself some 
soup and he stayed and talked with 
me. I told him I had $700 insur- 
ance money on my wife and then 
I told him I had some other money, 
about $1500 altogether, hid in the 
house. 

“He left at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. I went to bed and about 10 
o’clock there was a loud pounding 
on my door. I got up with my re- 
volver and I went to the door and 
opened it a little. It pushed open 
all of a sudden and a man with a 
sack over his head rushed in at 
me. Like this.”

and other agencies. A campaign is 
planned to inform the public of 
the urgency of the measures, and 
a series of lectures and demonstra- 
tions at the clinics will aid physi- 
cians in “brushing up” on the latest 
technique.

“The American people are stiil 
individualists,’” commented Assist- 
ant Health Commissioner Zentay. 
“They. still like to feel that they 
can choose their own: doctor, and 
that personal element is something 
to preserve, for a physician can 
better treat the patient whose in- 
dividual characteristics he is ac- 
quainted with. 


“It is a measure also to help 
persons unable to pay the regular 
fees. It offers advantages to the 
public and the profession which 
should attraet the support of both, 
and it will place a public health 
unit within a stone’s throw of every 
family in St. Louis. 

“Medicine is the only profession 
that works constantly to eliminate 
itself. Every advance it has made 
—the control of malaria, the con- 
quest of smallpox—has cut out 
some part of its work. Every phy- 
sician is interested in preventive 
medicine. The new program is 
simply an attempt to aid him, 
through organization and concerted 
action, to make his individual ef- 
forts in preventive medicine many 
times more effective.”

Bistcp Freeman Urges Nation 
to Return to Idealism 
of Wilson. 


A return to the “spiritual ideal- 
ism” of Woodrow Wilson under 
the leadership of “another man of 
vision,” President Roosevelt, was 
urged by Bishop James E. Free- 
man in a noonday Armistice day 


‘address yesterday at Christ Church 
‘Cathedral. 


The Bishop, who in his youth 


‘worked for 10 years as a railroad 


clerk before studying for the min- 
istry, is now an outstanding leader 
in the Episcopal Church. ranks 
among the noted liberal churchmen 
in America. In his diocese at 
Washington, stands the National 
Cathedral, built largely through 
his efforts. The Cathedral is one 
of the largest in the world and 
more than $12,000,000 has been con- 
tributed to its agencies by 50,000 


| persons. 


A robust man of six feet, with 
silver-white hair:and a deep voice, 
his vigorous manner of speaking 
contradicts his 67 years. To his 
audience of 600 at Christ Church 
Cathedral, he said: 

“Fifteen years ago we rejoiced 
the war to end war was over. We 


: believed after the great cataclysm 


ended there never would be a rep- 
etition of it. Our nation and the 
world were lifted to the mount of 
vision. A wave of spiritual enthu- 
siasm swept the world.” 

Tribute to Woodrow Wilson. 

Paying tribute to soldier dead 
“the men who laid the world away,” 
—he said: “These we may not for- 
get, nor their cause, but as we sur- 
vey again events, one figure stands 
supreme. As he recedes from us, 
Woodrow Wilson comes more and 
more to occupy a place of com- 
manding distinction. Men may not 
have liked his\policies; they must 
revere his principles. He, too gave 
his life for the cause. I came to 
know him intimately in the last 
months of_his life. (Bishop Freeman 
‘conducted the funeral services for 
President Wilson at the National 
Cathedral although the President 
was a Presbyterian). Never, how- 
ever dark the prospect, did he lose 
faith in the ultimate triumph of his 


} hopes. 


“T recall hé seid: “I would rather 
go down to defeat today fora 


‘cause that would ultimately tri- 


umph, than to triumph today in a 
cause that would ultimately knew 
defeat. He believed and we believed 
at the time, that we were entering 
upon a new era and the world was 
committed to a new policy of peace. 

“But once the armistice was past, 
we turned to the work of rehabili- 
tation. We undertook to restore our 
shattered industrial household. We 
fell from that mount of vision, and 
became absorbed in material well 
being. The lofty purpose to which 
we had committed ourselves was 
soon forgotten. 

“We became once again insular 
as a people. The inevitable logic 
of this period of selfish striving, 
was the crash that came in 1929. 
We had forgotten ideals. We had 


lost our interest in world affairs. |: 


America once again lived in her- 

self. The four years of anguish 

through which we have passed fol- 

lowed the period of our passionate 

search for gain and advantage. 
Hope for a New Era. 

“Now we thin , or hope, that we 
are entering a new éra. Another 
man of vision has come to lead the 
nation. He dreams of a new age. 
He speaks of the forgotten man. 
He is wrestling with problems 
greater than those of the war. He 
does not claim infallibility, but as 
I know him as a man jand as Pres- 
ident of the republic, I yield to his 
idealism, and I trust that under 
God he may be able to lighten the 
burden that has fallen upon our 
people. 

“But apart from legislation. I am 
convinced we need more than codes 
to bring back normal conditions. 
Mr. Coolidge once said: ‘You can- 
not substitute the authority of law 
for the virtue of man,’ and again, 
with prophetic vision: ‘The heart 
of the people never gets ahead of 
the religion.’ We have reached the 
stage where a fresh emphasis must 
be laid up on spiritual ideals. 
 “QOur’ wealth, resources and in- 
genuity has not saved us from the 
greatest misfortune ever. to befall 
us. There must come into the life 
of our nation a sané revival of re- 
ligious faith and practice. I be- 
lieve we have started a new cycle; 
that again we are to climb the 
mount of spiritual] vision.” ' 

His View of Germany. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
his room at Hotel Coronado, Bishop 
Freeman discussed less formally 
matters of public interest. Drawing, 
'Between colorful phrases, on a bat- 
tered stub pipe, he said that it ap- 
peared to him, an apostle of com- 
plete friendliness between religious 
groups, that Germany is “suffering 
from an acute attack of the dis- 
temper that has affected the world.” 
Hitler himself, the Bishop said, is 
not worthy of discussion, but of the 
anti-Semitic. movement in Ger 
many: “It is sad that it comes at 
a time when we who seek religious 
peace had some assurance that we 
were making headway,” 

Always favoring prohibition re- 
peal, the Bishop said he beliéved 


| that too much regulation served to 


weaken self{reliance of the people. 
“It is in the youth of this country 
that we place our faith,” he said, 
“I think that in our present genera- 
tion we have:young men and wom- 
en whose ideals are higher, instead 
of lower as calamity howlers would 
have us believe, than in the genera- 
tion before.” 


Of his friend, President en 
velt, he said: “I believe ‘that hie 
enormous success in bending others 


to his will is explained largely by 


his boundless enthusiasm. 
spreads over you like a contagion. 
Men with whom he meets, who have 
never yielded an inch in their lives, 
sooner or later.are infected by it.”

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Chancellor's Demand for 
Peace With Honor In- 
dorsed by President Hin- 
denburg in Radio Talk. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Nov. 11.—President von 
Hindenburg indorsed Chancellor 
Hitler’s demand for peace with 
honor in an election eve speech to 
the German people today. | 

The German people will vote to- 
morrow on the foreign policy 
adopted by the National Socialist 
Government. This policy includes 
the recent withdrawal of Germany 
from the League of Nations and 
the disarmament conference. Hit- 
ler is demanding equality with 
other nations. 

A new Reichstag also will be 
elected tomorrow. 

The aged former War Marshal, 
speaking for 10 minutes over the 
German broadcasting system, said 
he rejected all thought of war-like 
intention by Germany and described 
Hitler, the former ‘Corporal, as giv- 
ing his people “courageous, strong 
and positive leadership.” 

He asked the nation to stand 
united in this hour “in its demand 
for equality of rights and at the 
same time for true, permanent 
peace.” 

“With God’s help,” he declared, 
“we will keep German unity.” 

Text of the Address. 

The text of President Von Hind- 
enburg’s speech follows: 

“German Men and Women: 

“At this hour, which decides the 
vital questions of Germany’s pres- 
ent and future, may I be allowed to 
address a few words of warning to 

ou? 

“IT and the Government of the 
Reich, united in the will to get 
Germany out of the disruption and 
weakness of post-war years, sum- 
mon the German people to decide 
tomorrow on its own vote and to 
proclaim before the entire world 
whether you approve our principles 
and our policy and make it your 
own. 

“Many years of weakening of this 
unity lie behind us. Thats to the 
courageous, strong, and positive 
leadership of Chancellor Hitler and 
his colleagues, Germany has re- 
found herself and again has the 
strength to follow the path dictated 
her by national honor and her 
future. 

“For the first time after the year's 
disruption, the German people is to 
stand before the world as a united 
nation, united in the will for peace, 
but also united in the demand for 
honor, equality, and the respect of 
others. 

The German Principles. 

“Work and reconstruction inter- 
nally, peace, honor, and equality 
externally, these are the principles 
whereupon Germany wishes to erect 
firmly her state and her life. 

“We want to preserve our honor 
and we want also and long for per- 
manent peace. 

“It is a matter of lies and slander 
when warlike intentions are attrib- 
uted to us in foreign countries. No- 
body in Germany desires a conflict 
of force. 

“For he, who like me has sur- 
vived three campaigns, the horrors 
cf war, cannot desire a new war 
and will regard the maintenance of 
peace as a most serious duty 
toward the German people and the 
entire world, 

“The government of the Reich 
has, through the mouth of its Chan- 
cellor, solemnly stated that we sin- 
cerely desire understanding. His 
report expressed our readiness joy- 
fully to agree to every real disarm- 
ament of the world and even to our 
complete disarmament as long as 
other nations do the same. 

“We want peace with all our 
hearts, but a peace of honor and 
justice. 

Reason for Withdrawal. 

“We left the disarmament’ con- 
ference of the League of Nations 
not in order to demonstrate against 
the idea of peaceful understanding 
between the nations, but to show 
the world that the existing methods 
differentiating between victors and 
vanquished, between armed and dis- 
armed states, between free and un- 
free nations must cease to prevail 
and, in order to proclaim a real un- 
derstanding and real peace, the only 
possible basis is equality. 

“You German comrades now are 
summoned to declare your views on 
this policy of honor and peace. 

“Tomorrow the entire German na- 
tion must proclaim it is united for 
the following of national honor in 
its demand for equality of rights 
and at the same time for true per- 
manent peace. 

“All Germans must tomorrow 
loudly and positively announce that 

Germany henceforth never again 
must be treated as a second-class 
nation. 

“Therefore I appeal to all Ger- 
Man men and women to show to- 
morrow your national unity and 
your co-operation with the Govern- 
ment. - 

“Acknowledge with me and with 
the Chancellor the principle of 
equality and peace with honor and 
show the world we have regained 
and, with God's help, will keep Ger- 
man unity.”

AREAS DESIGNATED 
FORLOANS ON CORN 


Farmers in 69 Missouri Coun- 
ties and in All of Illinois 
Afe Eligible.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Farm 


administrators today designated 
areas in which loans on corn will 
be made at the rate of 45 cents a 
bushel and provided that the ma- 
turity date of loans will be Aug. 1, 
1934. 

Farmers in all counties in Iowa, 
Illinois, Indiana and Kansas will 
be eligible to loans. In addition 
loans will be made in 47 counties in 
Southern Minnesota; 69 in Northern 
and Southeastern Missouri; 68 in 
Eastern Nebraska; 50 in Western 
Ohio; 36 in Southeastern South Da- 
kota and seven in Southern Wiscon- 
sin. 

The administration announced, 
however, that loans will be made 
available “to such other counties as 
it may be deemed necessary to in- 
clude.” The applications for loans 
will be received starting in the next 
10 days. The last day for ac- 
cepting applications will be March 
1, next. 

In states with farm warehouse 
laws, including Iowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, South Dakota, Minnesota 
and Illinois, certificates that the 
corn has been warehoused under 
seal on the farm will be accepted as 
collateral for the loans. 

Must Cut Acreage. 

In all cases, only farmers who 
agree to take part in the adminis- 
tration’s corn control program for 
next year, calling for a reduction 
by 20 per cent of plantings, will be 
eligible to obtain the loans. The 
loans will be made on corn which 
in the judgment of the warehouse 
sealer will store properly and will 
grade not lower than No. 4. 

To allow for variations in mois- 
ture content, a standard measure of 
two and one-half cubic feet, in- 
stead of the customary two and 
one- quarter cubic feet, will be re- 
garded as the equivalent of one 
bushel. Any corn eventually de- 
livered to markets in settlement of 
loan notes, however, will be taken 
at the regular shelled market 
weight of 56 pounds per bushel. 

In Indiana, Ohio and Missouri 
where there are no farm ware- 
house laws now, the loans will be 
made only to farmers on corn that 
they have grown and stored in a 
public bonded warehouse. Loans on 
corn in public warehouses will be 
made on shelied corn, grading num- 
ber two and at the rate of 45 cents 
per bushel of 56 pounds. 

The loan regulations specify that 
the ‘storage rate at public ware- 
houses for this purpose shall not 
exceed one-fourth cent per bushel 
per month of storage and not more 
than two cents per bushel handling 
charges. 


Warehouse Boards. 


Warehouse boards are to be set 
up by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration, through which the loans 
will be made, in every eligible 
County in States with farm ware- 
house laws. The County corn-hog 
production control associations to 
be organized for the corn-hog con- 
trol program will be designated as 
warehpuse boards wherever estab- 
lished and each is to select an offi- 
cial sealer to be appointed by the 
State Department of Agriculture 
and placed under bond. 

The loan regulations will permit 
any bank, co-operative marketing 
association or other corporation, 
partnership, association or person, 
except lending agencies of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
to lend money to producers on eli- 
gible farm warehouse certificates 
in states having farm warehouse 
laws or on elevator receipts in 
states not having farm warehouse 
acts. 

Thus an eligible borrower may 
take his receipts to a local bank, 
fill out a note and sign the loan 
agreement, the bank notifying the 
commodity corporation of the grant- 
ing of the loan. At any time up 
to July 1, next, the commodity cor- 
poration will buy the note from the 
lending agency at the face amount 
plus accrued interest at four per 
cent. Banks and other financial 
agencies handling the notes and 
-loan agreements are not permitted 
to make special handling charges. 

There will be no recourse on the 
original maker of the notes or on 
any subsequent indorser provided 
the loan agreement including acre- 
age reduction, is fulfilled, and pro- 
vided there is no misrepresenta- 
tion of fact made by the borrower 
in securing the loan. 

The borrower may retire the loan 
at any time on or before the mae 
turity date. He may dismiss his ob- 
ligation by turning over to the 
commodity corporation the num- 
ber of bushels of corn originally 
stored if the market price of corn 
should be less per bushel than the 
loan amount per bushel.

| glish barmaid who caught the fan- 


cy of Toulouse-Lautrec when the 
cynical painter.of Paris night life 
stopped in a Havre waterfront ga- 
‘loon in 1899 has come into 'the pos- 


'}session of City Art Museum in For- 


est Park. 

The painting, on cardboard, 13 by 
16-inches, was purchased for $1000, 
ahd is displayed"with the works of 
other French drtistd in a small gal- 
lery ‘west of Sculpture Hall. 

It was exécuted about two years 
before Lautrec died in an insane 
asylum at the age of 37. Descen- 
dant of thé Counts of ‘Toulouse, 
Lautrec was lame as the result of 
an accident in his boyhood in which 
both his legs were broken. That 
misfortune, resulting in permanent 
deformity, turned his energies to- 
ward painting and drawing. He 
became a habitue of the Mont- 
Martre amusement halls and the 
portrayer of types found there and 
in the circuses. His work was bit- 
terly realistic—satirical to the 
point of caricature. 

The museum’s portrait of the bar- 
maid is carried out in soft colors 


and sharply defined line against a 
dull gray background.

BONTHRON PICK 
OF A. P. SPORTS 
STAFF 10 GET

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—After 

canvassing the situation pretty 
thoroughly, here are our (the A. P. 
sport staff's) nomination for the 
1933 James E. Sullivan Memorial 
Medal, awarded annually by’ the 


Amateur Athletic Union to the 
year’s outstanding American at- 
lete: 

1 William R. Bonthron, Prince- 
ton University, track. 
2. Glenn Cunningham, University 
of Kansas, track. 


3. George T.:- Dunlap Jr., New 


York, golf. 


We can find very little to choose 
between Bonthron and Cunningham 
for our top nomination for the year 
in American amateur athletics. 
There is a strong case for either. In 
our opinion they easily dominate 
the entire field of contenders. 

Cunningham's background, his 
conquest of physical handicaps and 
his unquestioned courage under hot 
competitive fire must be marked 
down to his credit, along with a 
notable list of achievements at 
home and abroad, outdoors and in- 
doors. He met and defeated all the 
best milers with the exception of 
Lovelock, Beccali and Bonthron. 
These exceptions, of course, are 
conspicuous, and it is a matter of 
opinion as to how Cunningham 
might fare against any one of them. 
His record nevertheless, is good 


‘}enough and consistent enough to 


entitle him to rank with the great 
milers. 
Highest Type of Amateur. 

Bonthron’s development as a 
champion and record-breaker is one 
of the real sensations of 1933. In 
this respect his rise is much more 
rapid than that of Cunningham. In 
the strictest and plainest sense, he 
typifies the highest type of ama- 
teur athlete, competing only in ‘is 
natural class and environment, 
rather than making a business of 
being an amateur performer. 

Last winter, as a further exam- 
ple of the finest spirit, Bonthron 
sacrificed his chances of individual 
victory in the I. C. A. A. A. A. one 
mile run by concentrating his ef- 
forts on the anchor half-mile of the 
Princeton two-mile relay team, all 
the other members of which were 
seniors whose only chance of win- 
ning hinged in Bonthron running 
an exceptional race. He did and 
Princeton won. 

Outdoors in the I. C. A. A. A, A. 
meet Bonthron won the 800 and 
1500-meter titles with a pair of 
great performances. He then 
capped the climax of his season by 
running second to Jack Lovelock 
in the greatest mile race of all time 
in the Oxford-Cambridge vs. Prince- 
ton-Cornell meet at Princeton, com- 
ing back a short time later to win 
the half mile in remarkable time 
and clinch the meet for the Ameri- 
can forces. 

Bonthron’s sportsmanship in his 
losing race with Lovelock, as well 
as his speed, stand out, to our 
mind, as the greatest individual 
contribution of the year to ama- 
teur sport.

Grimes Working With 


Trainer in Effort to 


Do Baseball Comeback

Burleigh Grimes, snarling, stubble-bearded veteran of the base- 
ball wars, who has served 18 fighting years on the pitching hill for 
six major league clubs, may be near the end of the big league trail, 
put he’s not ready to hang up his spiked shoes and glove. 


Grimes could quit baseball grace- 
fully. His 230-acre stock farm near 
New Haven, Mo., is a wtih con- 
cern.

He still thinks he can 
“pour it on ’em,” as he describes 
it, and with characteristic Grimes 
determination and acumen, Bur- 
leigh is going to convince himself 
before spring whether the summer 
should see him on the farm or on 
the pitching mound. 

“I’m not going to stagger out of 
baseball,” Grimes said yesterday at 
his farm. “I still think I can pitch 
and win. But I’m going to find out 
for myself. For two weeks I’ve 
had a trainer staying here at the 
house with me, a trainer who has 
helped put many a ball player back 
into the game. He’s working on me 
every day. I hurt one of my ribs 
pitching late in the season and 


‘Doc’ has that all fixed up. An in-~ 


testinal condition—colitis I guess 
you'd call it—has been causing most 
of my trouble and I feel so much 
better since ‘Doc’ has been working 
on me that I am encouraged to be- 
lieve that I'll be all right when it’s 
time to start training. 

“But I don’t ask any club owner 
to take me South on the chance 
that I may be able to help him. No 
sir. I'll either sell myself as a 
positive asset or I wen’t try to 
pitch any more. Sure I'll gamble 
if I decide that I can pitch. I've 
sold myself pretty high all through 
my baseball life and I’ve delivered. 
And if I sell myself to any club this 
year it’ will be with the understand- 
ing that I want to pitch the tough 
games. I haven’t contacted uny- 
body yet and won’t till I know my- 
self whether I can pitch. My arm 


still is strong and if I can whip} 


that colitis rll. be pouring it on ‘em 
next summer.”

“Anybody 
with a strong arm can throw a 
curve with an emory ball or a 
roughened ball, but it takes years 
of hard work to get any kind of 
control of the spitball. Even when 
it was permitted, there were only a 
few pitchers who could do anything 
with it. I think I was 10 years old 
when I saw it thrown for the first 
time in a game at St. Paul. Nobody 
ever showed me how to pitch it. 
But I was working on it as a semi- 
pro pitcher and was using it when 
I played my first professional ball. 

“It is a difficult delivery to con- 
trol. Even now I have days when I 
can’t do a thing with it. And when 
one doesn’t break, it’s just too bad, 
because the chances are that you'll 
find the ball out in the bleachers. 

Everything to Help Batter. 

“They've done too much for the 
batters in the last few years. Now 
they want to make the ball live- 
lier, to offset the hard work the 
pitchers have done to develop their 
curves. What with rules curbing 
pitching and helping batters and 
lenient scoring, it’s not much of a 
trick any more to hit .300. I think 
baseball ought to reinstate the 
spitball. 

“And I'll tell you another thing. 


All the rules haven’t kept pitchers 
from using the spitball secretly. A 
good many pitchers use it, without 
it being generally known. Last 
summer I saw Chuck Klein break 
his bat swinging at a pitch and 
when he was thrown out he asked 
the pitcher when the devil he had 
developed 
wasn’t a knuckle ball, it was a spit- 
ball.”

The Post-Dispatch Free Boxing 
School, being conducted at various 
community centers throughout the 
city is proceeding with undiminish- 
ed vigor after two weeks of in- 
struction under the direction of 
Benny Kessler and his helpers. 

More than 700 boys of the 1000 
who enrolled are learning the in- 
tricacies of the “manly art of self

Answers Bowling Questions.

Mrs. McCutcheon’s answer: 
“This question evidently comes 


from an experienced bowler, and 
while beginners may not under- 
stand it, they will, all too soon, 
once they begin to bowl. 


“I only know of one way to keep 


from getting splits. That is, be 
sure that you get at least nine 
pins with your first ball. 


“When a person gets splits, they 


generally come in bunches, show- 
ing that you are not rolling your 
ball in quite your natural way. 
Splits are of two varieties——those 
of which your ball hits the pins too 
full and you leave your corner pins, 
such as the 7-10, 6-7-10, 4-7-6, etc.; 
and those when your ball is not 
hitting your pins quite full enough, 
and you leave the 5-8-10, 5-7, and 
worst of all, the 8-10.

and you will often find your ball 
will have straightened out to the 
extent that you will not hit them 
quite so full.

“About trying to make = splits. 
There are certain varieties you 
should not attempt.

So if you have the im- 
possible splits, shoot to make one 
or to make two, as in the case of 
the 46-10, because pins do count, 
especially in league play.

"Don't let splits bother you. If 
it were not for splits, we wouldn't 
enjoy the game as much as we do. 
It would be monotonous to get all 
strikes and spares. It is our splits 
and misses that make us work, 
and speaking of getting them, I 
well remember bowling in Albany, 
N. Y¥., on some new alleys, and be- 
ing asked during the course of my 
three-day stay, at least 15 or 20 
times, how to keep from getting 
splits. 

“My last evening, bowling an ex-

Trout Season Ends. 
The open season on trout in Mis- 
souri waters closed Oct. 31, remain- 
ing closed until March 1. Starting 
about Nov. 15 the trout spawning 
operations will mark the opening 
of the 1933-34 trout hatching sea- 
son. The Bennett Springs Hatth- 
ery is the State’s principal trout 
hatchery. 


Fur Season Opens Nov. 15. 


Nov. 15 marks the opening of the 
season for taking of fur-bearing an- 
imals. Mink, raccoon, skunk, opos- 
sum, muskrat, civit cat, ermine, 
ringtails, fox, red fox, gray fox, 
badger, otter, lynx cat, marten, 
lynx, wolverine and fisher, but not 
wolves, coyotes and wild cats are 
included in the fist of fur-bearers 
which may be legally taken. 

It is unlawful to kill or capture 
any beaver, or to destroy or injure, 
or to, in any manner, interfere with 
the dams or houses of such ani- 
mals. Smoke devices are also pro- 
hibited while hunting or trapping 
any of the animals enumerated. 


Game Department Finances. 


With curtailed expenditures to off- 
set much of the decreased revenues 
during the first quarter of 1933 and 
with increased sales of hunting and 
fishing licenses during the last four 
months, the financial situation of 
the Missouri Game and Fish Depart- 
ment looks brightest of the year, 
Wilber Buford, commissioner, said 
last week. 

Department disbursements for the 
first ten months of 1933 were great- 
er than receipts but a balance of 
$121,003 left in the department’s 
funds last January by former com- 
missioner John H. Ross has aided 
materially to get the department 
over the low months without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. 

Now, the crisis apparently past, 
it may be expected that the balance 
may once more begin an upward 
climb that a reserve will be on hand 
next January to tide the depart- 
ment through the slack months of 
each new year. 

The department, at the closing 
of its books September 30, showed a 


‘cash balance of $39,808 in the game 


protection fund and $24,129 in the 
park fund. The balance in each of 
these funds last January was, game 
protection, $72,314: parks, $48,689.

Tells of Futile Attempt, Later, 
to “Get Even’’ With the 
Leader.

CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Frank Sou- 
der was placed today under $200,000 
bond, double the amount he had 
announced himself as able to pro- 
vide, for the $150,000 kidnaping of 
James Hackett, gambler of subur- 


ban Blue Island. 
Two charges of kidnaping Hack- 
ett were placed against Souder, 


‘|poolroom owner and slot machine 


operator, of Benton, Ill., and alleged 
member of a gang that. collected 
nearly $500,000 in ransom over a 
period of four years. 

Hackett was kidnaped twice, pay- 
ing $150,000 the first time, but buy- 
ing his freedom for only $1500 on 
the second occasion. 

Two other suspects, Julian (Babe) 
Jones and Gale Swolley, have been 
held without definite charge de- 
spite attempts of attorneys to gain 
their release on writs of habeas 
corpus. 

Jones today told authorities he 
took up kidnaping after he, himself, 
had paid $2000 ransom to the gang 
of which he became a member. He 
named “Handsome Jack” Klutas, 
University of Illinois graduate, as 
the leader of the syndicate. 

“I didn’t care about the money,” 
he said, “but it made me mad be- 
cause Klutas slapped me while I 
was held. Klutas kept away from 
me after i joired him, but I had 
made up by mind to get even.” 

He told of hiring another member 


-|of the gang, Ray Nolan, to betray 


Klutas into his hands. 

“Nolan double crossed me,” he 
continued. “I lay in wait for Klu- 
tas on a highway near Chicago, and 
four guys came and tried to kill 
me. I got away, but I knew Nolan 
had squealed. 

“You remember that Nolan was 
killed in an auto accident near 
Joliet a year ago? The police said 
it was an accident, but it wasn’t. 
He was taken for a ride.” 

Jones grinned and said, “Why, I 
should say not,” when asked if he 
had killed Nolan. 

Guards armed with machine guns 
accompanied Souder today as he 
was arraigned before Police Magis- 
trate Carl J. Carlson in Blue Island. 
Guards also have been placed about 
his cell.

Timid, Afraid to Take Risks of 
Avoiding Conflict.

CHURT, Surrey, England, Nov. 
11.—Britain’s war-time Prime Min- 
ister, David Lloyd George, today on 
the fifteenth anniversary of the 
World War armistice declared that 
strong rulers and popular leaders 
could have averted the World War. 
He took part in a service at his 
‘estate here. 

“It’s incredible. It all seems a 
horrible nightmare,” he said. “Did 
I live through those four years? It 
must be a dream. Could all that 
carnage and sacrifice have been 
avoided? Yes, it could. 

“Men of strngth could have avoid- 
ed the World War. Europe was in 
charge of weak men in 1914. Lord 


% 


Grey (British Foreign Secretary) 
was weak. Even the Kaiser was 
weak. Why, the Kaiser was scared 
stiff when he found the war was 
unavoidable. 

“Strong men were needed. Had 
there been a Bismarck in Germany, 
a Disraeli or Palmerston in En- 
gland, and a Clemenceau in- power 
in France, the Great War would 
never have happened, and there 
would be no period of silence today. 

“Timidity did it. Weak men who 
were afraid to take risks turned 
Europe into a cockpit. : 

“Could I have averted it? I don’t 
know. One cannot stop an auto- 
mobile going at full speed in a few 
yards unless one has four-wheel 


brakes.” 


JOINT WATER DISTRICT 
IN COUNTY PROPOSED 


University City Mayor Con- 
cludes That Is Solution of 
Rate Problem. 


Ultimate solution of the St, Louis 
County water supply problém lies 
in establishment of a joint water 
district, Mayor David L. Millar of 
University City has concluded. An 
enabling law would be required for 
such a district. Millar declared 
yesterday that the district could 
build its own plant or condemn the 
plant of the St. Louis County Water 
Co. ™, 

Rates of the company are “un- 
justifiably high,” Millar said, ad- 
ding that the only means of tem- 
porary relief would be to compel a 
reduction through the State Public 
Service Commission. A complaint, 
asking a rate cut, was filed with 
the commission Nov. 4 by Rich- 
mond Heights. There has been 
considerable public objection to the 
company’s charges in University 
City and other suburbs. 

University City has asked St. 
Louis to sell water to it, but Mil- 
lar related that St. Louis officials 
were not inclined to do so in com- 
petition with the county company. 
Cost of a new distribution system 
in the suburb would be practically 
prohibitive, the Mayor said, and it 
would be “economically unsound” 
to condemn the privately-owned 
mains, as they are integrated with 
areas to the north and south for 
which new provisions would have to 
be made. Millar gave cost of a 
municipal distribution system as 
$6Q0,000. 

Extensive Program. 

Millar discussed seven other pub- 
lic improvements for University 
City, estimated to cost $3,065,000, 
which had been considered in con- 
nection with the Federal Public 
Works program. They are: A se- 
ries of sewers, $600,000; River des 
Peres flowway, $1,825,000; public 
library and community building, 
$160,000; grade separation of Del- 
mar boulevard and McKnight road 
at the Terminal and Rock Island 
tracks, $250,000; boulevard along 
the Rock Island right-of-way, if 
abandoned by the railroad, $150,000; 
garbage disposal plant, $75,000; 
traffic lights on Delmar, $1500 to 
$5000. . 

Only proposals which are neces- 
sary within the next few years and 
economically sound, without an un- 
due tax burden, should be consid- 
ered, the Mayor declared. He said 
University City, with nearly 30,000 
population and six square miles 
area, had outgrown the “small 
town stage.” The city has $1,075,- 
000 in bonds outstanding and a mar: 
gin for additional bonds of about 
$775,000, he related, but due to the 
decline of assessed valuations the 
bond interest and sinking fund tax 
rate probably will have to be in- 
creased 30 per cent. 

Asks About Federal Loan. 

Millar disclosed that the city had 
asked the Federal Public Works Ad- 
ministration whether special tax 
bills would be accepted to cover a 
loan for 70 per cent of the cost of 
the sewer system. A Federal grant 
would meet the balance. The River 
des Peres improvement question is 
being studied to determine whether 
an open channel, closed tube or 
combination of both is desirable. 
Millar said a bond issue for part of 
this work might be submitted. 

He expressed hvope the Legisla- 
ture will act on the request of the 
suburbs to authorize bond issuance 
for library and community build- 
ings. The State Highway Depart- 
ment, he related, does not favor the 
Delmar-McKnight grade separation, 
as right-of-way has not been pro- 
vided to extend Delmar from Price 
road to Lindbergh boulevard. Mil- 
lar advocated the boulevard along 
the Rock Island route as a needed 
traffic artery. The garbage dispos- 
al plant, he said, would be uneco- 
nomical. The city proposes to in- 
stall the Delmar traffic lights, with 
funds on hand and a Federal grant. 


No More Postoffice Applications. 

No more applications will be re- 
ceived by the St. Louis Postoffice 
for temporary work during the 
Christmas holidays, Postmaster 
Jackson announced yesterday. More 
than twice the number of men who 
will be needed have applied for 
jobs, the Postmaster said. Selec- 
tion of competent men who are un- 
employed and have dependents will 
be made in co-operation with Fed- 


uy|eral relief agencies, war veterans’ 


organizations and local charitable 
associations. 


ST, LOUIS HAS SMALLEST DROP 
IN RETAIL FOOD PRICES 


With Buffalo and New Orleans, Its 
Decline Over Two Weeks Is 
Three-Tenths of 1 Pct. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Retail 
food prices in St. Louis declined 
three-tenths of 1 per cent during 
the two weeks period ending Oct. 
24, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announced today. The general level 
of retail food prices for 51 cities 
showed a decline of seven-tenths of 
1 per cent for the two weeks pe- 

riod. 

This was a continuation of the 
decline which began Sept. 26, when 
retail prices reached their peak for 
the present year. 

The Labor Department statistics 
show a general index of 106.6 on 
Oct. 24, as compared with 107.3 on 
Oct. 10 and 107.4 on Sept. 26. On 
Oct. 15, 1932, the index was 100.4. 
Despite the recent decline, retail 
food prices are still more than 6 
per cent above those prevailing at 
this time last year. In St. Louis 
the increase has been 8.4 per cent 
during the year. 

A majority of the retail food 
prices which showed an increase 
on Oct. 24, despite the general 
trend downward, were on commodi- 
ties which have been affected by 
processing taxes and marketing 
agreements levied by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration. 

Among these are pork chops, 
sliced bacon, milk, butter, lard, 
white bread, flour, corn meal, corn 
flakes, wheat cereals, macaroni and 
canned corn. 

Cleveland, with a drop of nearly 
3 per cent, showed the greatest de- 
cline ef any city for the two weeks 
period. St. Louis, Buffalo and New 
Orleans, with a decline of three- 
tenths of 1 per cent, showed the 
smallest decrease. 


QUESTIONS ABILITY OF RUSSIA 
TO PAY FOR AMERICAN GOODS 


Mgr. John A. Ryan Jocularly Sug- 
gests U. S. Eat More Caviar to 
Help Soviet’s Buying Power. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11.— A 
sharpening of America’s appetite 
for caviar was jocularly suggested 
today by Mgr. John A. Ryan of 
Washington, D. C., as an aid to 
Russia in paying for the products 
which proponents of Soviet recog- 
nition say she will buy. He said in 
part: “We are told that Soviet 
Russia is ready to take one-half 
a billion dollars’ worth of our man- 
ufactured goods every year, but we 
are never informed just how they 
are going to be paid for. The prin- 
cipal Soviet exports which we 
might be willing to take are listed 
as ‘lumber of certain kinds, furs, 
caviar and manganese.’ The total 
value of all the quantities of all 
these products that we could con- 
ceivably absorb amounts to only a 
small fraction of $500,000,000. 

“Possibly the national appetite for 
caviar might be so developed—if it 
were supported by adequate pur- 
chasing power—to increase that 
fraction considerably.” 

Terming nationalism, “without 
any qualifying adjective,” a distinct 
menace to the peace of the world, 
Mer. Ryan said there were many 
reasons why the American people 
should concentrate upon a policy 
of economic self-sufficiency, rather 
than upon extension of foreign 
trade. He said “we ought to set 
Our own house in order as an ex- 
ample to the other nations,” and 
added: “Not until the nations co- 
operate to distribute and allocate 
the markets of the world according 
to some rational and just plan will 
it become practicable and reason- 
able to stress the removal of tariff 
barriers as a means of promoting 
international peace.”

Breaks Deadlock by Paying $4.50

CINCINNATI CHAIN, INDEPENDENT 
GROCERY COSTS ABOUT SAME 


Finding of Federal Trade Commis- 
sion Investigators on Price 
of 73 Items. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11-—A re- 
port showing the costs of both 
chain and independent grocery 
stores in Cincinnati are near the 
same level will be sent to the Sen- 
ate Monday by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The survey of~Cin- 
cinnati was the fourth in a series 
undertaken by the commission at 
the request of the Senate to deter- 
mine the “advantages or disadvan- 
tages of chain-store distribution.” 
Other investigations have been 
made in Washington, Memphis and 
Detroit. 

The commission found that in 
Cincinnati the total retail selling 
price on 73 items among the stores 
of four chain systems ranged from 
only $14.12 to $14.36, while the to- 
tal selling price of the independent 
dealers on the same items, exclu- 
sive of two co-operative chains, was 
$15.27, and including the co-opera- 
tive figures, was $15.21. - 

Gross margins of the four chains 
ranged from 21.32 per cent to 22.07 
per cent. The highest gross mar- 
gin (26.93 pér cent) was that of the

Rev. Joachim Hossenfelder, presi- 
dent of the Nazi German Christian 
movement.

Trade Commissioner Says 
It Makes No Difference and . 
He Will Continue Fight.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Wil- 
liam E. Humphrey, deposed Federal 
Trade Commissioner, observed to- 


day that “it makes not the slight- 
est difference” that his salary has 
been denied him and went ahead 
with his plans to challenge his re- 
moval by President Roosevelt. 

The 71-year-old Republican ap- 
pointee to the commission said the 
ruling today by Comptroller-Gen- 
eral McCarl withholding pay checks 
from him would not “affect my ac- 
tion to retain that position in any 
way.” 

W. J. Donovan, former Assistant 
Attorney-General, will be retained 
by Humphrey as counsel to take 
into the courts his arguments 
against the order of President 
Roosevelt ousting him from the 
commission when his term still had 
about five years to run. 

“I probably will bring suit in the 
court of claims for money due 
me,” Humphrey said, “but it will 
not be within the next few days. 
There’s no hurry and there are 
many things to be discussed.” 

McCarl, in ruling that $94.44 of 
salary be paid George C. -Mat- 
thews, the Republican designated 
by President Roosevelt as Hum- 
phrey’s successor, set forth his 
reasons as follows: 

“The President has removed Mr. 
Humphrey and appointed Mr. Mat- 
thews as his successor, and the 
other members of the Federal 
Trade Commission have recognized 
Mr. Matthews as the successor of 
Mr. Humphrey and he is reported 
to have performed the duties of his 
office. 

“Mr. Matthews’ right to salary as 
a member of the Federal Trade 
Commission is not now to be ques- 
tioned because of any contention 
to the effect that there existed no 
vacancy to which he could be ap- 
pointed.” 


CONTRACT FOR CANNED BEEF 
FOR RELIEF 1S AWARDED 


Phoenix, Ariz, Company’s Bid on 
400,000 “ounds Accepted by 
Federal Corporation. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. — The 
Federal Surplus Relief Corporation 
today awarded a contract for 400,- 
000 pounds of canned roast beef to 
the Povrea Packing Co. of Phoenix, 
Ariz. The beef is to be distribut- 
ed to needy unemployed. The price 
agreed upon was 16.31 cents a 
pound. The company is to pay $2.50 
a 100 pounds for the canner and 
cutter cows to be used in making 
the beef. 

This is the first award made by 
the corporation on a group of bids 
received earlier in the week. The 
corporation asked for bids on 15,- 
000,000 pounds and received bids on 
6,500,000 pounds. 

Earlier the corporation  an- 
nounced it had opened 18 bids to 
convert 7,000,000 pounds of tub but- 
ter into one-pound rolis for distri- 
bution to needy, unemployed on re- 
lief rolls. Awards probably would 
be made within five days, the cor- 
poration said. The bids ranged from 
three-fourths of a cent : pound to 
one and seven-eighths cents. The 
tub butter is stored in refrigerated 
warehouses at Jersey City.

The campus controversy is only one sec- 
tor of the battle over Dr. Warren’s ‘“‘com- 
pensated dollar,’’ by which the President and 
he hope to raise American commodity prices. 
Assaults on the Warren plan similar to that 
in Ithaca are being made in Washington, 
New York, London, Paris, Amsterdam, not 
to mention the thousands of minor attacks 
from’ orthodox-minded bankers and _ econ- 
omists throughout this country. : 
Lays Depression to 

Commodity Price Collapse. 

Warren, a professor of agricultural eco- 
nomics and farm management, believes that 
he has found the cure-all for the depression 
in a “‘managed’’ or “compensated” dollar, 
| that is, a dollar whose purchasing power is 
determined and maintained by the Govern- 
ment through manipulation. Warren is dog- 
matic that the depression was not caused 
by the machine, by over-production, or in- 
creased efficiency, tariffs, a business cycle, 
maldistribution of wealth, over-confidence or 
lack of confidence. 
““A recent tabulation,’ he says, “indicates 
there are at least 118 different assumed 
causes for the present depression. The pri- 
mary cause of the present maelstrom is the 
collapse of commodity prices.”’ é 
The cure for the depression, ascovdios to 
Warren, must be the “rubber dollar,’ which 
is called “‘the honest dollar’ by its advocates 
in the agricultural Middle West. 
“The dollar,” says Warren, “has to be 
rubber either as to weight or as*to value. 
It cannot have a fixed weight and also have 
a fixed value. What do we desire in the 
medium of exchange—a rigid weight, or a 
rigid value?”’ 
It is Warren’s thesis that the rigid weight 
of the old gold dollar—23.22 grains of gold 
—had a ‘‘rubber’’ purchasing power—that 
ist the amount of commodities it* would buy 
fluctuated. With his “compensated dollar,”’ 
he would have the weight fluctuate so that 
the purchasing power would remain constant. 


of “Compensated” Dollar. 

Here is his definition of such a dollar: 
“The compensated dollar is a proposal to 
establish by law a currency redeemable in 
gold, but the weight of the gold for which 
the dollar would be exchanged would vary 
with the index number of wholesale prices 
of all commodities; tkat is, if prices rose 
1 per cent, the weight of gold for which the 
dollar would exchange would rise 1 per cent. 
If prices fell 1 per cent, the dollar would 
exchange for 1 per cent less gold. The gold 
would be kept in bars in the treasury and 
central banks. This would keep the dollar 
stable in buying power for the average of 
all commodities.” 

Warren believes that:the goal for the 
price level should be the average price of 
commodities in 1926. President Roosevelt 
has indicated that he also believes that the 
1926 price level ig the proper one for this 
country. Apparently the administration's 
present gold buying is directed toward this 
end. : ‘ 
Devaluing the Dollar 

Through Gold Buying. 

Dr. Warren’s proposals for raising com- 
modity prices and President Roosevelt's steps 
in the gold buying operations follow almost 
identical paths, with Warren’ s proposals only 
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Warren’s: Cure for Economic 
Ailments of Civilization

Wanted: A Measure of Value. 

E ac running a highly complex civili- 

zation based on division of labor and 

private enterprise. The battery for 
such a civilization is the medium of exchange. 
While this civilization has become highly de- 
veloped, no progress has been made in develop- 
ing a measure of value. 
single commodity as the measure of all ex- 
changes and of all promises to pay in the 
future. The value of this commodity is de: 
termined by the supply of it and the demand 
for it. Whenever either the supply or the 
demand changes strikingly, a severe strain iz 
placed on our civilization. 

“The strain is now so severe that throughout 
the world there is a widespread movement to 
do away with our type of civilization and sub- 
stitute one that is completely controlled by com- 
mittee action. ‘The greatest menace to our 
civilization is not propaganda from Russia but 
from our own failure to perfect this one anti- 
quated cog in our civilization. We need a 
money which shall have a constant buyirg 
power for the average of all commodities, 
rather than one based on a constant weight of 
any one commodity. 

“There are many ways in which such a 
money could be established. One of the 
simplest is to require that gold be kept in bars 
in the Treasury and that when the Bureau of 
Labor index number of wholesale prices of all 
commodities rises 1 per cent, the Treasurer wil! 
give 1 per cent more gold for the dollar, and 
when prices fall, he will give 1 per cent less 
gold for the dollar. 


We are still using a 


direct action toward™cutting down the gold 


content of the dollar—which he could do 
under the Thomas amendment to the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act—but theoretically 
the establishment of a domestic free market 
for newly mined gold and the gold pur- 
chases abroad have the same dollar devalu- 
ing effect as reducing the gold content would 
have. * 

When the United States whs on the gold 
standard, $20.67 would buy an ounce of 
gold. This week the Government has of- 
fered to pay over $33 an ounce for gold 
mined in this country and has purchased 
gold in Europe at around $32.75 an ounce. 
In Washington, it is reported that the 
present gold purchasing operations were op- 
posed by Secretary of the Treasury Woodin, 
director of the Budget Douglas, and special 
Treasury Adviser Sprague. These men rep- 
resent what is known as the “orthodox 
school’’ of monetary management. Warren’s 
proposais, however, prevailed. The Presi- 
dent took the advice of his old friend from 
the Agricultural College at Cornell. 


Intimate Adviser of 

Roosevelt as Governor. 

When Mr. Roosevelt was Governor of New 
York, Dr. Warren was one of his intimate 
advisers. The association goes back to Gov. 
Roosevelt’s creation of an unofficial advisory 
council on agriculture of which Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., who had been a student under 
Warren at Cornel, was'the chairman. Warren 
was a member of this advisory group. Later 
Morgenthau became chairman of the official 
State Conservation Commission. Warren was 
also a member of this commission, and, a5 
such, took an active part in the survey of 
marginal and submarginal lands in New. 
York, which led to Mr. Roosevelt’s reforesta- 
tion program, a — still close to his 
heart.

Warren a “Dirt”? Farmer 
Throughout His Life. 


Warren was born on a farm in Clay Coun- 
ty, south central Nebraska, in 1574, so that 
he is now 59 years old. He has been an 
actual “dirt’’ farmer all his life and now 
owns a large diversified farm just outside 


Ithaca. Somewhat careless in his dress, he 
might be mistaken for a Middle Western 
farmer. 


After the usual preliminary education of 
that period, Warren went to the University of 
Nebraska, where he specialized in mathe- 
matics and was graduated with a Bachelor 
of Science degree in 1897. For several years 
he taught mathematics in secondary. schools 
in Nebraska. His first article for publication 
was an essay in a local newspaper on the 
teaching of mathematics. He went to Cor- 
nell University in 1903 and took his mas- 
ter’s degree, and obtained a position as a 
horticulturist in the New Jersey experiment 
station. The next year he returned to Cor- 
nell as an assistant professor of agronomy. 
His interests branched out and he was pro- 
moted to professor of farm crops and later 
to professor of farm management. He is now 
professor of agricultural economics and farm 
management. — 

While still a young professor at Cornell 
he wrote “The Elements of Agriculture,” 
which was for years a standard agricultural 
text book in many secondary schools. It was 
bis most profitable book until he and Frank 
A. Pearson, also a professor at the agricul- 
tural college, wrote the recent volume 
“Prices,” which among many other things 
gives their proposals for a managed currency. 


Has Reputation at Cornell 

As a “Disciple-Maker.” 

As head of the agricultural economics de- 
partment, Warren has gained the reputation 
of a “disciple-maker’’ because of the evangel- 
istic fervor with which his students and sub- 
ordinate instructors advocate his causes.

Gen. Johnson pooh- 
poohs that alarm. He declares the Government has 


|mo guch intention, and, even if it had, it has no 


authority under the law to evoke the licensing power 
as regards newspapers. So he buried that “dead cat.” 
Possibly Gen. Johnson’s assertion may fail to reas- 
gure the more timorous publishers who recently have 
been verging on hysteria, but it will, we hope, reas- 
sure the people as a whole, if they need any reassur- 
ance on that point. 

The way to meet the attack is to give the press a 
guarantee in the code that nothing in the agreement 
is to interfere with free expression of opinion. That 
can be stated in a.very few words, and so clearly 
that only one interpretation can be put upon it. Mean- 
ingless as it may be, it will still quiet many grave ap 
prehensions that freedom of the press is to be de- 
stroyed either by those now administering and con- 
struing the law, or those to come. This is the sug- 
gestion of Deputy Administrator Rogers, who is in 
charge of the press code, and it is a good one. 

At Des Moines and Omaha, Gen. Johnson was in 
the heart of “the enemy country,” the phrase Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan used to apply to the East. It 
is anything but “All Quiet on the Western Front.” 
All riot, were nearer the truth. Farmers generally 
are dissatisfied. The promised results have fallen 
short of their expectations. They have been patient 
and long-suffering. The corn belt, egged on by un- 
wise, mutinous leadership, has been reported to have 
gone berserk. Gen. Johnson was well received in 
those supposedly hostile centers. He found the West 
almost unanimously for the recovery program—less 
than 1 per cent of the population being opposed to it. 
He has so advised the President. His tour, he said at 
Kansas City, has been “love’s labor lost.” He ac- 
quitted himself well in the difficult task of offering 
explanations to people who are demanding action. 

They are getting action, as Gen. Johnson told them; 
told them with such bristling sincerity and in such 
forthright speech as to mecve the sullen audiences to 
cheers. The merits of the controversy, to be sure, 
were on his side. When he asked a heckler at Des 
Moines, “What better plan than Franklin Roosevelt's 
plan can you think of?” not only was the objector 
silenced, but agriculture as a whole had been an- 
swered. 

It is not the. present administration that has failed 
the farmer. The farmer’s grievance lies against the 
“12-year blunder” before Roosevelt, “and the crash 
and ruin thereof.” 

What is more to the point, the recovery program, 
Gen. Johnson insisted, is not. failing the farmer, and 
will not fail him. “Give it a chance,” he pleaded, 
and it will win. Admitting the situation in the Mid- 
west “is about the worst in the United States,” and 
sympathizing with the farmer’s suspicion that the 
administration’s efforts have been largely expended 
in behalf of industrial recovery, to the neglect of 
agriculture, Gen. Johnson frankly discussed the two 
projects. NRA, the National Recovery Administra- 
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tion, he said, had to move fast and could move on 
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ae On the Way Back 
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any day, while AAA, the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, had to deal with annual crops, and, 
in the nature of things, cannot: proceed so swiftly. 
But agricultural relief is in motion. AAA is on the 
job, and so, too, is the Farm Loan Administration. 
Substantial results have already been attained. Ben- 
efits “are moving rapidly in your direction,” he told 
the farmers. “In every passing week you will see 
improvement.” Ray : 

The speaker told the farmers, further, a truth they 
oughf always to keep in mind, namely: “Your market 
is'in the wages of workers and goes up or down with 
them. NRA is raising pay rolls, and AAA is raising 
your prices. Both will continue to do so. If either 
fails, the other will fail.” This community of inter- 
est between the farmers and the workers is a funda- 
mental factor in our national economy which should 
never again be lost sight of. It can be ignored, as it 
was in our blundering boom era, only at the price of 
disastrous consequences. 
Gen. Johnson’s speeches have, we believe, put us all 
in better spirit. Meantime, we are not only in better 
spirit, but we are in incomparably better case than we 
were a few months ago, and, instead of fuming and 
fussing, we might, in conscience and sound judg- 
ment, be congfatulating ourselves on the happier day 
that is here and the far happier future toward which 
‘we are moving. 

The plain, unemotional figures are our witnesses. 
Here are a few of them as reported by Business 
Week: 

Factory employment has increased 34 per cent 
since March. Wholesale prices are 18 per cent 
higher; farm products 34 per cent above the 
spring low. Check transactions outside of New 
York run 15 per cent ahead of April. And our 
index of business activity is 26 per cent above 
the mid-March level, 

The truth is, we are on the way back. We do not 
ficial. It is not an expression of hope. It is a state 
ment of demonstrable fact. The statistics tell it. 
They tell it in terms of employment, in increased pay 
rolls, in rising activity along so many fronts which 
only yesterday were in the grip of a disheartening 
coma. The statistics are singing the song of victory. 

Yes, there is trouble here and there, there 1s dis- 
appointment in many areas, but the faith of the 
Roosevelt administration in the Government’s ability 
to help put the country on its feet has already jus- 
tified itself. Its determination to go resolutely on 
until the objective has been reached is as gallantly 
bright and unswerving as in the beginning. Its con- 
fidence is unshaken and unshakable. 

A late expression of that confidence is the Presi- 
dent’s decision to put the public works funds ener- 
getically at the task of shattering unemployment. 
The prospectus calls for 2,000,000 persons to be re- 
turned to gainful labor during November and 2,000,- 
000 more before Christmas. 

We like the note sounded by Secretary Wallace of 
the Agriculture Department in his radio talk Monday 
night. He thinks the recovery machinery is entitled 
to a fair trial. “We can insist on that,” he said, 
“without growing fat-headed about it; we can, when- 
ever the facts justify it, admit a mistake, and we 
can from time to time admit the necessity for some 
change in the operation of the machinery.” 

No superman strutting there. That is straight- 
from-the-shoulder language, comforting in its can- 
dor, the kind of official speech the times demand. 
And Mr. Wallace goes on to say that “if NRA in- 
creases payrolls from 58 to 100 per cent within the 
next 18 months—and please notice I offer this as a 
possibility, not a prophecy—it will not be long there- 
after until the gross income of farmers is virtually 
doubled.” 

What was the philosophy of that great football 
coach, Knute Rockne? Something to the effect that 
a team that won’t be beaten can’t be beaten. Well, 
that is the philosophy of the present Government zt 
Washington. 


And it’s carrying the ball. 


The Missouri bar Association appreciates that in 
its fight for an integrated, self-disciplining bar in 
this State last spring, it won ground that it cannot 
afford to lose. Under the leadership of its new presi- 
dent, Jesse W. Barrett of St. Louis, it is continuing 
its efforts to improve the standards of legal practice 
in Missouri. If the present tack is new, the end in 
view is the same. 

Inherent among the declared powers of the Missou- 
ri Supreme Court is its authority to control and reg- 
ulate the professional activities of the members of 
the State’s bar—a power which the court has never 
more forcefully stated than it did in its recent order 
disbarring Paul A. Richards. of St. Louis for acting 
as a go0-between in a kidnaping case. Seeking to 
know just how far the court intends to exercise this 
responsibility, the Missouri Bar Association, in order 
to govern itself accordingly, has approached the court 
in this matter. By resolution, it has asked the su- 
preme bench to appoint a commission with power to 
investigate the means of regulating professional mat-

ters, this commission to report its findings and rec- 
ommendations directly to the court. The court now 
has this request under advisement. 

The position of the Missouri Bar Association is as 
easily understood as it is respectful of the dignity 
and authority of the Justices of the State Supreme 
Court. Since the court has only recently emphasized 
its power to control legal practice, it should be given 
the opportunity to indicate the nature and extent of 
the control it contemplates. After the court has 
stated its position more definitely, the baf association 
will know better how to go on with its campaign to 
purge the legal profession in this State of its unso- 
cial element. 

The Supreme Courts of certain other states have 
already taken steps to assist legal reform efforts of 
this kind. To mention two, those of Illinois and 
Pennsylvania are exercising regulatory power. What 
the Missouri Supreme Court decides to do will be 
awaited with interest and concern throughout the 
State. 


Plenty of statistics have been presented to the 
public showing what the depression has done to pro- 
duction, corporation earnings, sales, the total of work- 
ers’ earnings and so on. Little has been told, how- 
ever, of what the long period of economic stagnation 
has meant to the worker and his family, considered 
as individual units. 

The Milbank Foundation has supplied this lack 
and, in a survey covering 15,000 fanillies in 10 cities, 
has brought the matter down from statistics in the 
millions to family budgets. Its preliminary figures 
show that*for every four families that in 1929 had 
earnings of less than $1200 a year, there were, three 
years later, 11 families at that low income level. On 
the other hand, for every eight families that earned 
more than $3000 in 1929 there was only one such 
family in 1932. It should be added that the inves- 
digators excluded both slum sections and residential 
areas from their survey; that they visited only the 
homes of typical wage earners, including skilled and 
unskilled labor and white collar groups. 

“The first tabulations, covering 2566 families in 
Birmingham, Detroit and Pittsburgh, show the fol- 
lowing results of depression:

Hitler’s Book 


MY BATTLE. By Adolf Hitler. (Hough- 
ton, Miffiin Co., Boston.) 


HATEVER else may be said of it, this 
W is a book of very great importance; and 

those who wish to know what kind of 
world they are living in just now cannot 
afford to ignore it. “My Battle” is described 
as autobiography, but it is scarcely that, in 
the strict sense of the term. Rather, it is 
the passionate statement of a world view, 
of a social and political creed with which 
the man is obsessed; and the story he tells 
is that of the development of the creed, the 
growth of the obsession. 

The first half of the ‘book was written 
and published in 1924, while Hitler was in 
prison after the failure of the Munich 
“putsch” during November of the previous 
year. The last half of the work appeared in 
1927. In the spring of the present year, 
shortly after the author was appointed 
Chancellor, the whole work was published 
in Germany. “ 

What we have here is an abridgment; but 
we are assured that only matter not of gen- 
eral interest has been omitted, and that all 
the author’s “sentiments and ideals of gov- 
ernment” are fully expressed in this English 
version. Whether this assurance is true or 
not, surely few leaders of nations have ever 
spoken to the world in so direct and unmis- 
takable a manner. 

Accustomed as we are to the fogs of false 
idealism and the foxy utterances of states- 
men, the brutal directness and utter sim- 
plicity of this man’s thessage to the German 
people, and now to the world, cannot but 
have a rather terrifying effect. For what 
we have here is something more than the 
utterance of a fanatical individual who has 


managed somehow to gain control of a des- 


perate and powerful people. There are rea- 
sons for believing that a major world trend 
here finds extreme expression. It is the 
trend against all that liberalism meant to 
us in the heyday of a regime that is dying.

Although the original work contained 800 
pages, here abridged to 300, Hitler’s world 
view and political and social creed, as set 
forth here in unequivocal language, can be 
stated in relatively few words. 

He frankly views world affairs as a great 
dog-fight; and in the short-sighted view, 
which is the most persuasive to the masses, 
who wil] contend that he is not realistic? 
He regards democracy and parliamentary 
government with contempt. 

“Do we believe,” he asks, “that progress 
comes in this world from the combined in- 
telligence of the majority-and not from the 
brain of an individual? . . . One thing we 
must and may never forget: a majority can 
never be a substitute for the Man.” The 
world is left in no doubt as to the identity 
of the Man he has in mind. 

His movement “is in its essence and or- 
ganization anti-parliamentarian, i. e., it re- 
jects in principle any theory of the 
ity vote, implying that the leader is degrad- 
ed to being there merely to carry out the 
orders and opinions of others.” The pur- 
pose of the movement is “to create a Ger- 
man state” more powerful than all others. 
The strength of his movement lies “in the 
spirit of religious fanaticism and intolerance 
in which it attacks all others, being fanat- 
ically convinced that it alone is right.” |

There must be no compromise, no alliance. 
with any group differing in outlook ever so 
slightly. Deadly hate for the enemy is a 
prime essential, and the hating must begin 
with the Jews, from whom, in the last an- 
alysis, according to Hitler’s conviction, flow 
all political and social evils. 

Germany must have more territory on the 
continent, and “when we think of new lands 
in Europe, we are bound to think first of 
Russia and her border states. ... The im- 
mense empire is ripe for collapse; and the 
end of the Jewish domination will mean the 
end of Russia as a state.” In other words, 
Germany must spread over European Rus- 
sia. But first, the ancient strife with France 
must be ended forever. France must be 
“isolated” diplomatically, so that when “the 
Day” shall come again, she will have to fight 
alone, and with a very different result from 
that of the last encounter.

To those who still put their faith in the 
old liberalism, failing to realize what has 
happened and is happening in the world, 
such boldly mouthed doctrine may sound 
like a madmani’s raving. But we shall prob- 
ably not get far in understanding the phe- 
nomenon that is Hitlerism if we consider 
it in terms of the individual called Hitler. 
Hitlerism is a social] phenomenon, a locally 
intensified symptom ofa stage of the social 
breakdown throughout the world; and, con- 
ceivably, we may live to experience it in 
some form euphoniously named and far Jess 
frankly stated. 

We liberals of a less troubled day placed 
our faith in political] democracy, failing to 
realize that we had entered upon an age 
when, in order to have reality, the demo- 


cratic concept would have to be extended - 


into the economic realm. There is now a 
strong and growing urge in that direction 
all over the world, and Hitlerism is a locally 
modified and peculiarly rabid form of Fas- 
cism, which is the last defense of a dying 
regime against the growing forces of the 
future. 

There is nothing in this book of Hitler’s 
to indicate that he understands the underty- 
ing causes of the present tragic world mud- 
die. For the moment, he is undoubtedly a 
more effective leader because of his very 
lack of understanding. His naively simple 
doctrine, engined with hate and intolerance, 
is of a sort readily communicable to masses, 
and especially to the desperate masses of 
Germany.

ICARO. By Lauro de Bosis. (Oxford Cn 
versity Press, New York City.) 


F there be slight literary value in this 

lyrical drama in the classical Greek man- 
ner on the ancient theme of Daedalus and 
Icarus, there is a high human significance 
that may be read into the circumstances 
surrounding the author and the poem which 
amply justifies the publication of the book. 

Lauro de Bosis was one of a group of 
young Italians who felt it a sacred duty to 
agitate against the Fascist dictatorship lest 
the people lose the old ideal of liberty. For 
some time, he was engaged in scattering 
bulletins containing vital news suppressed 
by the Government. His associates having 
been captured while he was out of the coun- 
try, he hit upon & new plan for continuing 
the attack on tyranny. He bought an air 
plane and, after months spent in learning 
to fly, he set out for Rome on the afternoon 
of Oct. 3, 1931, well supplied with revolution- 
ary leaflets addressed to the King and to 
th> people. He did this, realizing that the 
Italian army planes were far faster than his 
own and that his chances for escape wer®, 
therefore, slight. Swooping down over the 
crowded streets of the capital, he scattered 
the leaflets, then mountéd steeply into the 
heavens and disappeared. No trace of him 
or of his plane has.ever been found.

Discussing ‘Popular Fal- 
lacies,’ Points Out Demo- 
cracy Can Fail If Without 
Schooling. 


Education has made possible the 
peaceful revolution through which 
the United States is passing, Presi- 
dent W. W. Parker of Cape Girar- 
deau Teachers’ College declared 
yesterday at the closing session of 
the seventy-first annual convention 
of Missouri State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation at Hotel Statler. 

“If it has done that, it has been 
worth the gamble, and the people 
ought to be willing to pay for it,” 
Parker said. He spoke on “Popu- 
jar Fallacies,” and included this 
observation in discussion of what 
he described as one of them, the 
statement that democracy cannot 
fail as a method of social control. 

In too Many quarters, Parker 
said, the impression prevails that 
all the great literature has already 
been written; that everything im- 
port happened before 1900, and that 
nothing of consequence has oc- 

curred to this generation. 
“In this country,” he added, “be- 
cause democracy is our own pecu- 
liar form of government, we feel 
that it cannot fail. But the truth 
s that democracy is brand-new. 
Ours is the oldest republic, but it 
is still in its gwaddling clothes. The 
ability of democracy to perpetuate 
itself will depend upon education 
and our schools, for the important 
element will be the common de 
rominator of the intelligence of 
the people.” 

W. F. Knox, superintendent of 
Jefferson City Schools and chair- 
man of the associations’ committee 
on the Emergency in Education, 
urged the teachers to present the 
case of education to business and 
professional men in their commun-., 
jues and to seek their support for

The Outlook Today. 
“What is this outlook today? 


That is a far harder question to 


answer. The past 12 years have 
been for the people of Britain years 
of disillusionment and frustration. 
Abroad, they have seen failure after 
inexplicable failure in the organi- 
zation of peace and disarmament. 
At home, their long, slow advance 
from the misery and destitution of 
the first decades of industrialism 
has been abruptly checked... . 
Nor has it been the workers alone 
who have suffered a sharp reversal 
of fortune. Every class in the com- 
munity, except the richest, has be- 
gun to feel the effects of the con- 
traction of the whole British eco- 
nomic system. And this has been, 
for a people which for a hundred 
years has known only advance and 
expansion, a dreadful and bewilder- 
ing experience... . 

“It is true that in America the 
reversal in economic fortune is too 
recent to have changed the main 
features of the political scene. It 
has as yet merely flung the normal- 
ly dominant Republican party from 
office and installed the Democratic 
party in a position of unprecedent- 
ed power. . . . There is a genuine 
and eager expectation that the 
present Democratic administration 
will solve the economic problem.” 

But, “We feel a perfect confi- 
dence in predicting that all the 
much lauded and much discussed 
measures of ‘planning’ will, so far 
as any actual stabilizing of Ameri- 
can economy is concerned, amount 
to nothing whatever. Mr. Roosevelt 
and Gen. Johnson can no more plan 
American capitalism than they can 
square the circle.” 

Promises of Fascism. 

If, then, the profits system under 
democratic government has failed, 
what is the danger that the free 
peoples of the earth will embrace 
Fascism which is only capitalism 
with government placed entirely in 
the hands of the very rich, which 
has accomplished no economic ad- 
vance and which, conversely, has 
taken away the worker’s most fun- 
damental privilege—the right to 
strike—thereby pushing him close 
to serfdom? The danger, says the 
author, is that “To a tired, bewil- 
dered, frightened world, Fascism 
promises that it will bring security 
and stability. To peoples weary of 
strife, suspicious of their democrat- 
ic leaders, to the disillusioned and 
the doubting, Fascism promises de- 
cision and action. Fascism tells the 
worker that it will give him em- 
ployment; it tells the shopkeeper 
that it will give him customers; it 
tells the peasant that it will give 
him land; it tells the capitalist that 
it will give him dividends. In short, 
Fascism promises to make the eco- 
nomic and social system work 
again. All that is needed, say the 
Fascists, to cure our present trou- 
bles is a government of strong, de- 
termined, ruthless men, who will re- 
store order, create confidence and

ism’s last stand. When the wealthy 
find the temper of the masses turn- 
ing from disillusion to sullenness, 
when the moneyed class sees that 
the next election may bring it de- 
feat at the polls and place the 
“radicals” in power, then capital 
becomes desperate. Now is the time 
to promise all of the people any- 
thing and everything. Now is the 
time to speak of “control” of capi- 
tal. Now is the time to bring physi- 
cal force into the game. And once 
the victory is won under the name 
of Fascism, scrap the Constitution, 
establish the corporations which are 
to govern industry and labor—and 
then make the laws exactly as 
capital wants the laws made. For 
labor’s leaders are not to be feared, 
in Germany, in England, in Amer- 
ica. When depressions have come, 
the leaders of labor have always 
been willing to give capitalism an- 
other chance, to hold off in their 
demands until “things get better.” 
If labor’s own leaders then accept 
the compromise, what has capital 
to fear? 

The manner in which Fascism was 
established in Germany may serve 
as an example of how such a gov- 
ernment, foreign as it may seem to 
other countries, can be brought 
about despite the strength of the 
workers and their apparent love of 
liberty. 

Germany’s Experience. 

In 1918, explains Mr. Strachey, 
with the defeat of the German Im- 
perial Army, the workers revolted 
and assumed power, and the Social 
Democrats formed an exclusively 
Socialist government. But the fac- 
tories, fields and mines had not 
been taken away from the German 
capitalists. The Social Democratic 
leaders therefore had the choice of 
confiscating these properties and 
forming a communist state, or of al- 
lowing the owners to hold their 
properties and establishing a capi- 
talist republic. The Social Demo- 
crats chose the latter course, and 
the result was the Weimar consti- 
tution and the “freest and most 
democratic republic in the world.” 
Trade unions were organized; there 
was freedom of speech and press; 
there was right of assembly; titles 
and caste privileges were abolished. 
“Now,” says Mr. Strachey, “the 
workers were expectant and wait- 
ing. And yet nothing happened .. . 
Somehow or other the rights se- 
cured by the Weimar constitution 
did not seem to make it possible to 
satisfy even the workers’ simple de- 
sires for ‘better wages, shorter 
hours, more social services, let 
alone for Socialism. For German 
capitalism passed from crisis to 
crisis. And so long as the capital-

“The political situation soon be- 
gan to alter ... The elections began 
to show a decline in the strength of 
the Social Democrats. The gener- 
als, the capitalists, the Junkers 


were not so unpopular as they had 
supposed. The conservative par- 
ties, the Catholic Center, the Ger- 
man People’s party, began to gain 
votes. Also—though no one paid 
much attention to it at the time— 
there had been an attempted mon- 
archist counter-revolution in Mun- 
ich in which a mad fellow called 
Hitler had been involved. By 1923 
the Social Democrats were clearly 
faced with the menace of reaction, 
and they had witnessed, though 
they did not know it, the birth of 
Fascism. 

“What were they to do? In the 
autumn of 1923 the leaders of the 
German working class had again, 
as in 1918, the choice of two poli- 
cies before them. Their first al- 
ternative was to repudiate their 
marriage of convenience with Ger- 
man capital, pass to the attack, and 
make a supreme effort to establish 
Socialism in Germany by taking 
over the means of production. And 
there is no doubt that in the 
autumn of 1923 the German work- 
ing class was desperate and ready 
for the attempt... .” 

But the Social Democrats did 
nothing of the kind despite the 
fact that their success would have 
been assured what with their con- 
trol of key positions in the Gov- 
ernment and in the armed forces. 
Instead, the workers’ leaders threw 
up their hands in horror, decided to 
abide by the constitution, and cau- 
tioned their followers to save dem- 
ocratic government by suffering a 
few further sacrifices in this time 
of dreadful economic collapse. 

Cuts and the World Slump. 

By this time the Social Demo- 
crats no longer controlled’ the 
Reichstag, and the author suggests 
that the workers’ enthusiasm for 
the rather abstract gains of existing 
in a capitalistic republic was begin- 
ning to cool. The result was ob- 
vious; the Junkers, the generals, 
the capitalists began slowly but 
surely to gain more power and 
more prominence. 

Then came the world slump and 
it came sooner to Germany than 
any place else. And the German 
labor leaders, supporting various 
types of coalition governments, did 
exactly what the leaders of the La- 
bor party in Britain were to do un- 
der similar circumstances. The Ger- 
man Government “cut.” It cut 
grants, it cut social services, it cut 
unemployment benefits and it set 
up a system of Government arbi- 
tration boards to £ut wages. 

“For the thi time, in 1930, as 
in 1918 and 1923, a crisis in German 
Capitalism presented the Social 
Democrats with the necessity of 
choosing either one of two policies. 
Either they had to continue to 
support the Center democratic gov- 
ernments, which were carrying out 
the cuts, and somehow explain their 
position to the German workers, or 
they had to go into opposition, 
overthrow these governments and 
fight for the power to overthrow 
capitalism itself. . : 

Fascism Gets a Foothold. 
And the Social Democrats, of 
course, chose the first course. For 


suddenly began to find that they 


now Fascism had appeared, and the 
labor party found it necessary to 
support the Constitution more than 
ever. “8 
It should have been no puzzle to 
the Social Democrafic leaders as to 
why the Fascists elected 100 Depu- 
ties in 1930.. Here was something 
new, something to which the dis- 
heartened deople of Germany could 
turn. Certainly the Social Demo- 
crats had forsaken them. 

Instead of turning from their 
course of acquiesence, the Social 
Democrats became more reaction- 


ary. In 1932 they supported Field | ° 


Marshal von Hindenburg in the 
| presidential elections and by their 
votes elected him. He was a reac- 
tionary, true enough. But he was 
better than Hitler. And in appre- 
ciation, in the same summer of that 
year, Von Hindenburg turned on 
Bruening,.the Prime Minister, who 
though not a Social Democrat had 
the Social Democrats’ support, and 
kicked him out of office. And Von 
Hindenburg replaced Bruening with 
Von Papen, “who was just one of 
those reactionaries whom the So- 
cial Democrats had sacrificed so 
much to keep out.” _. 
Seizure of Pruss 

“It must be rememberd,” explains 
Strachey, “that right up to this 
time (July, 1932) the Social Demo- 
crats were in positions of great 
power. Above all, they controlled 
the Government of Prussia, which 
ruled over two-thirds of Germany, 
and controlled 67,000 fully armed 
police. And the sacrifice which 
they had to endure for the sake of 
‘tolerating’ the lesser evil of Von 
Papen as against the greater evil 
of Hitler was precisely the control 
of Prussia and the Prussian police. 
For one of Yon Papen’s first acts, 
in defiance of that Constitution 
which the Social Democrats had 
already sacrificed so much to pre- 
serve, was curtly to dismiss the 
Social Democratic Government of 
Prussia.” 

The Social Democratic Govern- 
ment permitted itself to be dis- 
missed despite the fact that its dis- 
missal was unconstitutional, de 
spite the fact that it controlled the 
police, despite the fact that it con- 
trolled the labor unions, despite the 
fact that it had 8,000,000 voters be- 


through Von Papen and Von Hin- 
denburg. And capital won. . 


Prediction for America. 


Turning again to America, Mr. 
Strachey writes that “There is not 
the slightest doubt that the Amer- 
ican capitalists, just as soon as they 
are thoroughly alarmed, will organ- 
ize all their forces—their physical 
forces—in order to attack by vio- 
lence and terror everything which 
threatens their position. To sup- 
pose anything else is to fall a vic- 
tim to the most pitiful illusions. 


“It would be tempting to specu- 
late upon the form which American 
Fascism will take; it would be 
tempting, but it would be, for a 
British writer, extremely rash. A 
parallel has been widely drawn be- 
tween the provisions of the Nation- 
al Industrial Recovery Act, with 
its attempt to fix hours and wages 
for each industry as a whole, and 
the compulsory arbitration clauses 
of the legislation which established 
the Corporate State in Italy. It may 
be, however, that a more exact par- 
allel could be drawn between the 
codes of the American Industria] 
Recovery Act and the industrial 
legislation passed (or in some cases 
merely extended) by the Social 
Democrats in the early years of the 
German republic. . . . But the cor- 
responding cartellization of German 
industry has done absolutely noth- 
ing to prevent slumps in Germany. 
On the contrary, the slump came 
earlier and went deeper in super- 
cartellized Germany than anywhere 
else. 
Creating Monopolies. 

“Again, if we accept the view that 
the essence of the Roosevelt pro- 
gram is an attempt to cartellize 
American industry, we shall see 
that the whole process is an inte- 
gral part of the general drive to- 
wards monopolistic forms which 
has long been characteristic of 
American capitalism. ... 


“It may be that the final verdict 
of history is that the present Dem- 
ocratic administration in America 
represents not American Fascism, 
but American ‘Social Fascism.’ For 
there is no doubt that the support- 
ers and also some of the members 
of the administration feel that they 


hind it. despite the fact that 
“the bitterness and fury of the 
German working class had reached | 
boiling point.” 

Collapse of Social Democrats. 

Very soon there was no Social 
Democratic party. Hitler came 
along and took care of that. 

And analyzing the collapse of the 
Social Democrats, Mr. Strachey 
reaches this conclusion: “The only 
conceivable explanation for the fact 
that they (the Social Democratic 
leaders) preferred even their own 
political extinction is that they! 
were in the last resort devoted sup- |

But what part did capitalism play | 
in this Hitler success? Just this: | 
“From the beginning, the German 
capitalists had in fact owned and! 
controlled the German Fascist 
movement.” Then why had capital 
not used the Fascist movement be- 
fore? Because by 1932 the Com- 
munists were beginning to gain 
consistently. At the same time 
Fascism, before steadily on the ad- 
vance, began to lose votes to such 
a degree that its complete collapse 
was conceded. Capital now found 
itself faced with the loss of its last | 
refuge.

imperialist tendency to throw it- 
self into destructive wars. But he 
closes his book with what amounts 
to a plea to defeat Fascism. “If we 
allow Fascism to arise,” he says, 
“that will be because the working 
class movement has failed to show 
the way of hope and of renewed 
progress.” 


If, all other things being equal, 
that is the only hope for the United 
States to defeat Fascism, there is 
to be sanguine for 
those who cling to the philosophy 
of justice and freedom.

mists.” He prides himself on being 
a “practical man.” One of his asso- 
ciates described him to the writer as 
a “genius of common sense.” Warren 
is extremely popular with the farm- 
ers of New York and an effective 
speaker wherever farmers congre- 
gate. Without the tricks of ora- 
tory, he holds his audiences with 
a sheaf of enormous charts which 
he uses to drive home his conten- 
tions. He speaks in short pithy sen- 
tences. One of his favorite expres- 
sions is that “truth is always sim- 
ple and can be expressed in simple 
terms.” ) 
The orthodox economists chal- 
lenge his charts, declaring that they 
do not include all the facts and ig- 
nore the “imponderables” such as 
confidence and foreign retaliation 
efforts, which do not lend them- 
selves easily to expression in mathe- 
matical symbols» They likewise 
challenge his broad generalizations, 
particularly about money, which 
they say is an esotcric subject, so 
complicated with divergent factors, 
that only a few highly trained stu- 
dents can begin to follow all its 
ramifications. 

Successful in Activities in New 
York Legislature. 


One reason for Warren's popular- 
ity with the New York farmers and 
his unpopularity on some parts of 
the campus is his successful activi- 
ties with the New York State Leg- 
islature at Albany. As one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s advisers, he is given 
credit for obtaining State aid for 
rural schools and roads. Fie is also

This flock, together with bul- 
letins he had written about poultry 
diseases, led to the report in Wash- 
ington, which was even ‘cabled to 
London, that he was the inventor 
of the plan to increase the egg pro- 
duction per hen by artificially light- 
ing the chicken houses. According 
to the gossip writers who spread 
the story, the plan was used suc- 
cessfully until it was learned that 
the forced production shortened the 
life of the hen by 30 per cent. Some 
financial writers thought this was 
a perfect illustration of the short- 
comings of his dollar devaluation 
But Warren did not invent 
the lighting plan. 

On his farm and in his class 
room, Warren prides himself on 
his practical common sense. He has 
arrangedf his garden so he can use 
horse-driven appliances instead of 
hand labor. 

He is scornful of “book” farming 
and when he wants to make a 
special point with his class, he 
takes them to the farm and says:

impossible to sell the milk with its 
use without continual friction and 
warfare because it was necessary 
to sell all, not part, of the league’s 
milk. It is difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to sell all the milk or all of 
any commodiy on a plan absolutely 
guaranteeing to the dairymen and 
other producers the cost of produc- 
tion every month of the year for 
all they may care to produce.”

Writing in January, 1923, on 
“Probable Prices During the Next 
15 Years,” Warren said: “If pre- 
vious history is repeated, prices will 
continue to rise and fall but in gen- 
eral the declines will continue until 
the pre-war basis is reached or 
closely approached or probably 
somewhat passed at some time in 
the next 10 to 15 years.” 

Warren was not so successful in 
his prediction at the same time 
about the probable course of the 
stock market. In the same article 
he said: “Judging by the past 
slopes of the stock curve, at the 
present time (Dec,, 1922) stocks are 
not likely to go much higher. A 
drop might begin soon, but would 
appear more likely to come in the 
summer of 1923. Whenever a per- 
sistent drop comes, it is likely that 
prices will follow in less than a 
year, probably in from six to nine 
months.” 

Warren and Pearson cite a pre- 
diction made in’ February, 1929, 
about the October crash. The sen- 
tence they rely. on seems rather 
vague. It is: “This is the ninth 
year since deflation began, and 
while it is not certain that a re- 
action will come this year, caution 
in business affairs, particularly 
debts, seems advisable.”

November survey of economic con- 
ditions, asks the rhetorical question: 
“How does the purchase of gold by 
the R. F. C. at varying prices af- 
fect the price level of commodities? 

“The answer,” says the National 
City Bank economist, is that there 
is no certainty that it will. The pro- 
blem of the relation between the 
price wf gold and the price of com- 
modfties is a complicated one, and 
the effects of attempting to regu- 
late commodity prices by changing 
the price of gold are to a large ex- 
tent unpredictable. : 

“There is nq necessary direct con- 
nection between the price paid for 
an ounce of gold and the price paid 
for a bushel of wheat, a balesof cot- 
ton, 2 pair of shoes or any other 
article of use and consumption. 

“Commodities are not exchanged 
for gold but for currency and bank 
deposits. Changing the price of gold, 
therefore, does nothing to affect the 
price of commodities unless in some 
way or another the change provides 
the public with both more money 
and a desire to spend it. 

“It is true that if the price of 
gold is put up, the monetary value 
of the gold reserves will also be in- 
creased, and this will enabie the 
banking system to issue more cur- 
rency and credit. But this will not 
affect the price of commodities un- 
less the public is in a mood to ex- 
ploit this added currency and cred- 
it-making capacity, and go out in- 
to the markets with it and buy 
things. 

Says Problem is toe get Currency 
into Use 

“Without this willingness to use 
and expand credit, and to keep mon- 
ey circulating, it would be possible 
to double, triple and quadruple the 
price of gold without affecting the 
purchasing power of the money 
which people have in their pockets 
and in their banks. It is this prob- 
lem of getting currency and credit 
into use that has been the chief 
difficulty all along. There never has 
been any question as to the adequa- 
cy of the gold supply, or as to the 
ability of the banking system to 
turn out all the credit and curren- 
cy necessary to finance a complete 
business recovery.” 

The bank’s survey concludes that 
the “psychological aspects” of the 
new policyamay prove effective, and 
then the. rise in prices may be only 
temporary. The bank’s economist 
believes that other countries will not 
be idle while the United States is de- 
liberately depreciating its own cur- 
rency j 
Chance of Retaliation by Foreign 

“The very act of changing the 
value of one’s own currency,” the 
bank economist says, “may set up 
conditions in other countries which 
would nullify the effect of that 
change. For example, action by 
one country to depreciate its cur- 
rency may induce other countries 
to establish high tariffs or embar- 
goes against that country’s import 
goods, thus throwing these goods 
back on the home market and caus- 
ing a fall instead of a rise in prices. 

“Again, action by one country in 
depreciating its currency may lead 


to further depreciation of other cur- 


rencies, thus possibly promoting a 
race in currency depreciation. 
“Or, in case other countries stand 


firm against such debasement, the 
competition of the depreciated cur- 
rency may simply beat down prices 
in other countries without causing 
a rise of prices at home. It will 
be remembered that Great Britain, 
after her departure from the gold

“Each country should revalue its 
currency on such a basis as to re- 
store the balance in its internal 
price, tax and debt structure, and 
enough to start employment. No 
international considerations should 
be allowed to interfere with this 
procedure.

Code om Used Cars 
Before Meeting of 
Dealers Tomorrow 


Auto Buyer Will Benefit by Its 
Provisions, Declares George 
M. Berry. 

The used car provisions of the 
automotive dealers’ code will be dis- 
cussed at a luncheon mieeting of the 
Greater St. Louis Automotive Asso- 
ciation at 12:15 noon toomrrow at 
the Coronado Hotel. An offieer of 
the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, of which F. W. A. 
Vesper is president, will attend to 
explain moot points. 

George M. Berry, a past president 
of the St. Louis Automobile Deal- 
ers’ Association and president of 
the Berry Motor Car Co., asserts 
that the used car code provisions 
should work to the general advan- 
tage of the buyer instead of against 
him. 

“The automobile buyer of the fu- 
ture,” Berry said, “will know what 
he is paying for his new car and 
how much he gets for his old one. 
Past practices have camouflaged 
this information. Control of allow- 
ances that dealers may make for 
used car trade-ins does not, there- 
fore, necessarily mean that the code 
provisions impose any hardship 
upon the buyer. On the contrary, 
code provisions definitely protect 
him. 

How Old Cars Will Be Priced. 

Take, for example, the method of 
pricing his old car. It.assures him 
that he will get its real value; prob- 
ably somewhat more than its actual 
net sales.value. The price is to be 
determined by previous sales of 
cars identical as to make, model 
and type. The allowance price will 
be an average of what these cars 
sold for the preceding 30 or 60 days. 
However, before averaging these 
sales ,the 20 per cent that sold at 
the lowest prices will be eliminated 
This means that in arriving at 
prices, only those cars which were 
in good condition at time of sale 
will be a factor. That lowest value, 
20 per cent might otherwise include 
wrecks, junkers and dilapidated 
cars which would, and should, sell 
so much lower than cars of average 
condition as wholly to upset the 
average price. 

The restraining hand of the rep- 
resentative of the consumers in the 
N. R. A. deliberations is plainly 
seen in the safeguard this routine 
sets up to protect the buyer’s inter- 
ests. 

“From the average price thus es- 
tablished, small deductions are to 
be made partially compensate for 
cost of conditioning th used car for 
sale. These deductions are 5 per 
cent for a current model or one 
that is only a year old, 10 per cent 
for cars two years old, and 15 per 
cent for cars three years old and 
older. Theoretically, these deduc- 
tions are also to compensate for 
sales and handling expense, but the 
experience of dealers in the past 
shows that the deductions will not, 
on the average, cover the actual 
reconditioning cost. 

Says Buyer Is Protected. 

“The opening statement says that 
the buyer will know what he pays 
for his new car and what he gets 
for his old one. The above outline 
shows not only how he will know 
what he gets for his old car, but it 
shows that the basis for arriving at 
that figure is one eminently fair to 
him, one that assures to him its 
actual value. 

“As buyers have not always un- 
derstood that a manufacturer and 
his dealer would likely follow the 
path of least resistance to making 
sales, they have not realized that 
in many cases new car selling prices 
have been deliberately inflated to 
provide for over-allowances for old 
cars. By over-allowance, we mean 
giving more for a car in trade, 
sometimes by a considerable suri, 
than the car would resell for. Un-

Franklin-Airman 
Engine Cooled by 
110-M. P. H. Wind 


Forcing air at 110 miles an hour 
past the heated parts of an engine, 
wiping away all heat not desired, 
the “wind wheel” of the new Frank- 
lin Airman has taken years of 
study and experimenting to per- 
ect. 

The device .consists of two discs 
between which 35 curved blades, 
four inches wide, are mounted. Its 
hub is keyed direct to the front end 
of the crankshaft and turns at 
the same speed. Thus when the 
ngine revolves fast for high 
speeds, the wheel revolves in direct 
proportion and automatically  in- 
creases the amount of air to take 
care of any increased heat in the 
engine, 

Airplanes traveling as slowly ag 
75 miles per hour cool their en- 
gines with the passing air stream, 
which, of course, has the same 
speed as the plane. Contrast this 
with the 110-mile-an-hour air 
stream created by the Franklin 
“wind wheel” or compare it to a 
cyclone spreading destruction with 
a wind force of but 70 miles an 
hour. Even try to walk against a 
60-mile-an-hour wind and you get 
only a partial idea of the force of 
the cooling . current. One might

23d Anniversary 
Of Chevrolet Co. 
Fell on Nov. 3 


This month marks the twenty- 
second anniversary of the forma- 
tion of the Chevrolet Motor Co. 


On Nov. 3, 1911, the Chevrolet 
Motor Co. of Michigan was organ- 
ized, and production started on a 
modest scale, the output for the 
remainder of the year not exceed- 
ing five or six cars. 

In 1912, production totaled 2999 
cars. This presents quite a con- 
trast to production in 1933, which 
has already crossed the 600,000 
mark. 

In its first year nearly the entire 
output of Chevrolet was sold 
through retail stores in Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Boston. With 
the opening of further retail out- 
lets, the second year of the com- 
pany’s history found production 
close to 6000 units. This compara- 
tively large volume—for that day— 
necessitated opening another plant 
in New York City, 

That Chevrolet was destined to 
become a volume car was indicat- 
ed as early as 1915. That year the 
“490” model, so named because it 
listed at $490, went into production 
and at the end of the year more 
than 69,000 units were produced. By 
this time the main plant of Chev- 
rolet was located in Flint and its 
the 
principal cities of the country. 
1916 saw a general expansion of 
production facilities. Additional 
plants were purchased and as- 
sembly plants started at Oakland, 
Cal.; Fort Worth, Tex., and a gen- 
éral éniargement of the Flint op- 
eration took place. 

In 1917 production for the first 
time exceeded 100,000. May 23, 1918, 
General Motors purchased all as- 
sets of the Chevrolet Motor Co. 
The history of the rise of Chevro- 
let in the last 15 years is - well 
known. 

Speaking to a group of execu- 
tives in his office on Chevrolets 
since the beginning of the company 
more than 9,000,000 Chevrolet pas- 
senger cars and trucks had been 
produced and sold.

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White,"’ a Tense‘Drama in a Modern Hospital—‘‘Sailor Be- 
ware,’’ Although Very Dirty, Is a Smashing Bit of Most 
Enjoyable Rough Fun.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11. 

HERE are two, and probably only two, really outstanding dramas 
Te the/crop of plays new to Broadway this season. And remem- 

ber that “Broadway” is more, or less, a region now than a par- 
ticular—if it ever was that—street. Only two so-called legitimate 
houses are actually ON Broadway. The rest of the one-timg temples 
of art along that winding thoroughfare have long since been given 
over to the films and the burlesque shows, the flea circuses and the 
other catechpenny attractions which moved up from the Bowery and 
in from Coney Island in the mad Gold Rush of a few years ago. 

The two towering productions, on the side streets, are Eugene 
O’Neill’s delightful and sympathetic little play, different from any- 
thing this/dramatist has ever written for the stage before, called 
“Ah, Wilderness” and the remarkable and absorbing “Men in White” 
with its scenes laid entirely in a big city hospital and discussing, 
sometimes pretty clinically, love and life and death and a physician's 
duty, as a physician, to the world. To see the idea, this way, in type 
may convey the impression that “Men in White” is an unpleasant 
drama on an unpleasant subject, but it is far from that being a 
tense, occasionally lightened, play which carries no special message— 
unless it be for doctors—but which is fine theater and most excellent 
entertainment for every one. 

It so happens that these two offerings were produced by the two, 
more or less kindred, organizations which might be expected to do. 
the right sort of plays. That they have not always done so is another 
matter. The New York Theater Guild, which, by no stretch of the 
imagination can any longer be pointed to as “‘uncommercial”’ is respon- 
sible for “Ah, Wilderness.’’ The Group Theater, a sort of off-shoot of 
the Guild, produced, with its own members in the cast, ‘‘Men in 
White.’”’ It may be remarked that The Group Theater, so far, has 
paid little attention to making money, caring more to devote itself 
to doing things worth while. The financial success of ‘‘Men in 
White,’ however, may give it new ideas. We will have to wait 


and see.

Hochberg tells Ferguson that if 
he follows his plan of going to Vi- 
enna, after his interneship, to study 
there for a year or so under a great 
surgeon, and then will come back 
and work for five or six years more 
in Hochberg’s own clinic, that then 
-—after those eight years or so of 
grilling work of 16 to 18 hours each 
day—he might be a good man at his 
job. 

Ferguson is more than ready te 
undertake the arduous program 
sketched out for him and welcomes 
the extraordinary opportunity of 
working under Hochberg. Howev- 
er, he is engaged to marry a charm- 
ing girl of a wealthy family, named 
Laura. She too is delighted at the 
prospect of going with Ferguson on 
their honeymoon to Vienna, but she 
visualizes their stay there in terms

possible. Seeing these men and

RACTICALLY all our educational institutions make their approach to 

learning through the intellect. Mechanical memorizing or logical acqui- 
sition of facts is the process by which children are taught history or science. 
Perhaps the utstanding characteristic of the Arts Guild is that it re- 
verses this method. It makes the appeal first through the emotions of the 
students, and then summons the intellect as a check and guide. 

This emotional approach to a subject is achieved through the fine arts, 

ce the name, Arts Guild. It is the claim of the Guild that any person,

Suggestive influences are then brought into play. Sometimes songs are sung by 
eone or music played and the students are asked to express in color and design 
thoughts or feclings that well up at the moment. Sometimes a poem 18 read. The 
ter attended one of these discovery classes at which a poem of friendship was read. 
was an evening class, attended by about twenty adults. When the paintings sug: 
ted by the poem were finished they were all hung on a wall. Each of the students 
‘s then called on to say what he wished about his own painting, what he tried to ex- 
ess, 1f conscious of a plan, and what he liked or dishked about the finished product. 
One Was permitted to criticise any one’s else work. 
This apparently meaningless session showed some surprising results. Befcre the class 
‘s over an amazing degree of friendliness and comraderie was developed. Dhis- 
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cussion developed naturally over such questions as why certain colors were pleasing 
in juxtaposition while others were disturbing, and what various colors signified, if 
anything, to various students There was no formal instruction or discussion of 
technique, but the instructor, in leading the students along, subtly insinuated occasional 
hints which would stimulate further interest in the more alert. The element of com: 
petition was entirely absent, and it was apparent that everyone left the class with 
the feeling that he would do better next time. 

Now students who, after a nutwnber of sitmlar discovery classes, in which other 
art mediums are also employed, find that they want to specialize in painting or draw’ 
ing or modelling, may do so in specia! classes. But even in these classes there is no 
formal instruction. The students are helped to evolve, instead of being instructed. 
Competent instructors are present to give definite help to students, but only when the 
latter ask for it: From time to time classes are visited by professional artists, who 
criticise from the point of technique. But the chief object isn’t the attainment of 
technical excellence. although the students’ portfolios show signs of rapid progress and 
some have developed a marketable skill. The real goal aimed for is a kind of “edu 
cation of the emotions,” and there one approaches what is most distinctive in the 
Guild method, and what is most difficult to explain. 

In other words, the process attempts to accomplish two important. things. The 
first is to release the emotions, to check fear and se!f-consciousness. This was 


of music of the Renaissance will be played for the class at. some of its 
meetings. Regular trips are taken to the Metropolitan and other museums 
where, under expert guidance, examples of medieval art and printing and 
architecture are revealed. At other sessions of the class the sonnets of 
Petrarch will be read, or perhaps the essays of Francis Bacon, or of some 
later writer giving his impression of the period. There are discussions to 
which each student brings his own special bits of knowledge. Each stu- 
dent has periodic individual conferences with the instructor, where he can 
be helped to thresh out any problems and obtain whatever guidance he 
may need to keep from guing too far astray. 


HERE are no final examinations, no competitive markings. At the 

end of the term each student submits a chart of his own designing, done 
in some form of painting, to illustrate his particular field of research. 
And at the end of the term each student addresses the class and explains his 
chart. In this radical departure from the ordinary way of studying his- 
‘tory the students are not stuffed full of dates and events. Instead they 
acquire a broad and sweeping panorama with an unusual, complete knowl- 
edge of the Renaissance and its place in the history of the race. 

The Guild technique is admittedly unorthodox, but nevertheless highly 
satisfactory results are obtained. And the respect in which its methods 
and accomplishments are held may be observed by the fact that its staff 
of consultants and advisors includes such notables as Dr. Harry Allen 
Overstreet, head of the Department of Philosophy and Psychology, of the 
College of the City of New York; Dr. V. V. Anderson, psychiatrist and 
educator; Dr. Robert W. Laidlaw, of the Neurological Institute, New York: 
Dr. Caroline B. Zachary, Director of the Mentai Hygiene Institute of 
Montclair, N. J... Dr. Clarence Linton, Secretary of Teachers’ College, 
New York, and many others, And the Arts Guild method of teaching 
is now bring tried, under the supervision of teachers from the Arts Guild. 
in classes at a number of schools in the East. including the Vocational 
Guidance School for Juniors in New York City and the Sarah Lawrence 
College for Women, the latter one of the country’s foremost women’s colleges. 

Mrs. Charles Hunt and Mrs. Arthur Dear, sisters, were the originators of the Guild 
teaching technique, vet they themselves find it difficult to explain in concrete scientific 
terms just what takes place in students studying under the Guild method. In fact. 
there is at present a group of fifteen important men and women taking a course at the 
Guild once a week in an effort to determine what makes the method successful. This 
group includes several eminent psychiatrists, some ministers and two college presidents. 

The Arts Guild began in a room in the home of Mrs. Hunt in Ridgewood. The 
idea originated as something interesting for children to do. It was an art school, 
largely because Mrs. Hunt herself was an artist. Mrs. Hunt had always felt that there 
was too much teaching of art, and not enough inner development on the part of the 
students. She began to apply this idea with highly satisfying results. The class be- 
gan to attain a local fame. It was always doing something interesting, and parents 
began to notice an important change in the personality of their children. Adults be- 
gan to attend the classes, and the courses were increased to include other studies. 

A psychiatrist heard of the work and sent several patients to attend to help them get 
their mirds off their worries, The results were a distinct surprise Other psychiatrists 
were attracted. They gave the school new attention and helped it to take the form of 
the Arts Guild of Ridgewood. Important educators became interested. with the result 
that the Arts Guild 1s now established in New York, that its methods are being tried in a 
number of schools and institutions

‘‘hottest’’ stolen car in Southern Cali- 
fornia—the car used by the ‘‘rattle- 
snake bandit,’’ and his blonde ‘‘moll.”’ 

For five days the bandit and his 
blonde chauffeur had staged a reign of 
banditry in Los Angeles. Eight persons 
were held up by the pair. And three 
of the eight victims were shot for no 
reason at all. Two recovered, but one, 
a Los Angeles school mistress, was 
blinded for life because she had but 
50 cents in her purse. 

All night and all day the officers 
waited in the garage. In the after- 
noon a blonde girl came and claimed 
the automobile, paying a bill for a 
new battery. Hurriedly and nervously 
she drove away. 

The detectives followed. She drove 
to an alley about half a block away 
from an apartment house. There she 
met a man, and the pair went to the 
apartment building. 

But the officers were unable to 
follow rapidly enough. They lost their 
quarry in the dark halls. The man- 
ager was consulted and they learned 
that a blonde lived on the third floor. 
The detectives hurried to that floor 
and rushed into the girl’s apartment 
unannounced. 

The blonde was sitting on a couch 
smoking a cigarette. ‘‘Where is your 
boy friend?’’ demanded the officers. 
‘He’s upstairs,’’ said the girl, unaware 
that the men were officers. 

Three detectives started for the 
floor above, but stopped short as they 
heard footsteps on the staircase. The 
man they had seen in the alley with 
the blonde came into view. They 
ordered him to stop, announcing that 
they were policemen. 

“You go plumb to hell,’’ came the 
bandit’s defiant reply as he whipped 
out a pistol and fired twice in the 
direction of the officers. 

But the detectives were ready for 
him. They dropped quickly to the 
floor, untouched by the bullets, and as

the gunman tried to run past them 
to make the staircase leading to the 
second floor and liberty, they pumped 
three bulletsinto his body. He slumped 
to the floor, dead. 

Meanwhile, the officer who had re- 
inained with the blonde was busy pre- 
venting her attempting suicide by 
swallowing poison from a vial se- 
creted in her purse. An attempt to 
break for an open window and throw 
herself out was also halted by the 
officer, who seized her before she 
could jump. 


‘He was my husband,” the girl said 


quietly. ‘If he’s dead I don’t want 
to live. We were married five days 
ago.’”’ 

Back of the dramatic death of 


Thomas White—that was the ruthless 
bandit’s name—and arrest of his wife 
of five days, Burmah Adams White, 
aged 19, on eight counts of robbery 
and two counts of murderous assault, 
is a strange, fiction-like story. Over- 
night, almost, Burmah Adams changed 
from an innog¢gent brunet high school 
girl to a gunman’s blonde widow fac- 
ing a long prison term. 


HE and White met at a dinner 
G aance in a Los Angeles hotel. Bur- 
mah had been a resident of Santa 
Ana, a quiet little community near Los 
Angeles. She lived there with her 
respected family before coming to Los 
Angeles to work in a beauty parlor. 
Her father drove a bakery truck. 
White, on the other hand, had re- 
cently been paroled from California’s 
State prison, where he was sent in 
1930 for the theft of $6000 worth of 


cigarettes. He had lost an eye in a 
prison-yard brawl during his inear- 
ceration. 


After a whirlwind courtship, during 
which White lavished costly gifts 
on the young girl, they were mar- 
ried. Whether White told his bride 
of his police record, the girl didn’t 
Say. But when she introduced him to 
her family, she said he was a broker. 

‘‘He even told us,’’ Burmah’s father 
explained later, ‘how he had to get 
up at 5:30 every morning to read 
the first market reports from New 
York. He said he lost his eye in an 
automobile accident.”’ 

The marriage took place in the livy- 
ing room of Burmah’s Santa Ana 
family home. The justice of the

The girl’s mother and father were 
present, in addition to several old 
family friends. 

“It was'a swell wedding,’ Burmah 
said later. ‘‘I was dressed in black 
satin, with hat to match, and carried 
a bouquet of gardenias.”’ 

After the ceremony, White and his 
bride went to Los Angeles and rented 
an apartment. In this apartment, 
police say, he and his blonde’ wife 
planned the series of desperate crimes 
that led to their being hunted down, 
until White died by the hand of the law 
he flouted and Burmah was arrested. 

The search for the pair began 
almost immediately after Crombie 
Allen, a retired Southern California 
newspaper pubiisher, and his compan- 


ion, Miss Cora Withington, a school 
teacher, were robbed and then shot 
for no reason at all. Allen was 


wounded in the throat, but Miss With- 
ington was blinded for life. Seven 


other holdups, and one shooting, fol- 


lowed in quick succession before 
White shot it out with officers when 
cornered. 

‘I was driving when we overhauled 
the Allen car,’’ Burmah told police 
later. ‘‘Mr. White told me to force it 
into the curb, but I wouldn’t do it, 
and it wasn't until we came to a 
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boulevard stop that the other ma- 
chine came to a halt and he ran 
over to it. 

‘‘A minute later I heard a shot. It 
was the first pistol shot I ever heard. 
And then he came running to the car 
and told me he had fired to scare 
them. It wasn’t until I saw the 
papers next morning that I knew any- 
one was hurt.”’ 

When arrested, 19-year-old Burmah 
denied she had participated in the 
robberies, even when all the victims 
identified her as the blonde moll. 


COT enait even know he was a 
bandit until he was killed,’ she 
said then But later she broke 
down and confessed after several days 
of silence, broken only by wisecracks 
and curt negatives. 

“But I didn’t take part in any hold- 
ups voluntarily,’ she said. ‘‘He made 
me do it—threatened me.’’ 

Her wisecracks before the confes- 
sion led police to believe that the 
blonde bandit bride had been seeing 
too many ‘“‘hot’”’ movies. The 19-year- 
old girl talked more like some movie 
types portrayed by a Joan Blondell or 
a Jean Harlow than a high school 
graduate. - For instance, when police 
asked her if she didn’t have a mother 
and sister living in Santa Ana. ‘So 
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what?’ was the comeback. “I’m in 
this jam, not them.” 

Several times she lit a cigarette and 
answered questions between long 
practiced puffs. She was concerned, 
too, about the uniforms women pris- 
oners wear. ‘I suppose they don’t fit 
too well?’’ she asked. 

Burmah White’s whole make-up 
seems to have been charged with a 
mcvie-like flavor. Back in her Santa 
Ana high school days she was a 
brunet, with a round, youthful face 
and smiling lips. Now her curls have 
been lightened to metallic platinum, 
and the girlish smile is tinged with 
defiance. She’s only 19, but a lot of 
water has flowed under the bridge 
since she was studying Caesar and 
Square root. 

Her husband, she told police, treated 
her ‘‘sometimes beautifully and some- 
times horribly, depending on what he 
wanted.’’ Sometimes, she said, there 
were ‘knock - down - and - drag - out 
fights’’ between them, and she exhib- 
ited a bruise on her forehead as a 
souvenir of one of these occasions. 
Her attorney, in outlining her defense, 
said’ White had told her, following 
their first holdups: ‘‘Now you're in on 
this and liable for prosecution. If 
you ever open your trap on me it will 
be just too bad.’’ 

Burmah’s middle-aged father and 
mother are finding it hard to realize 
that their young daughter was White's 
accomplice in his ruthless reign of 
banditry. 

“Burmah was a good girl, and never 
went out with men until about a year 
ago,’’ said her father. ‘It was about 
that time she bleached her hair. It 
changed her looks, and even her dis- 
position. . But it’s hard to realize that 
she’s in jail, accused of such crimes.” 


In the Los Angeles County jail, 
while awaiting trial, 19-year-old 
Burmah Adams White told her life 
story: 


‘I suppose every ‘life story’ should 
begin with the date of birth. Mine 
was Jan. 9, 1914. I first saw the 
light of day in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
we—my father and mother and I— 
lived there until I was through kinder- 
garten and the first grade. Then we 
moved to Indianapolis, and five years 
later we came to California. 
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“T went to Santa Ana High School, 
after a while, and stayed two years 
with my daily schedule not very in 
teresting or exciting.

pocrates, the great Athe- 
nian physician and ‘‘fa- 
ther of medicine,’’ in the 
fifth century B. C., point- 
ed the way to the end of

He had writ- 
ten a book on it, pub- 
lished in 1857. But in- 
flammation alone did not 
kill. Inflammation was a 
sort of healing. This gan- 
grene in compound frac- 
tures was different. 

“Other things puzzled 
him. He had looked up 
his statistics on amputations. Forty 
five per cent of his cases had died. 
Yet he did things in the most ap- 
proved fashion—just as the great 
Syme, his father-in-law, did them. But 
those amputations acted just like the 
compound fractures. There was red- 
ness, swelling, inflammation, pus, 
fever, and, finally, death. 

‘“‘He had talked about the thing a 
good deal with other surgeons. They 
smiled indulgently. They said it was 
inevitable. The pus they called ‘laud- 
able pus.’ It was necessary in the 
healing process. The first thing na- 
ture did in order to start healing was 
to form laudable pus. 

“But Lister was not so sure. He 
remembered a phrase of Hippocrates 
-—something about healing ‘by first in- 
tention.’ That is, healing without the 
formation of pus. Why did some 
wounds heal by first intention, why 
did some form laudable pus? Why 
did not his compound fractures heal 
by first intention? He talked about 
these things with everyone. A young 
medical student in Edinburgh, named 
Batty Tuke, saw a case with Lister 
in 1854. It was a popliteal case. Lis- 
ter took off the dressing and found the 
wound healed except where the liga- 
ture had been applied. 

‘He said: ‘The main object of my 
life is to find out how to procure this 
result in all wounds. But why igs it 
not healed around the ligature?’ 

‘‘Roy-like, as he himself avers, Bat- 
ty Tuke suggested: ‘The irritation of 
the silk.’

“He often talked it over with his 
father-in-law, James Syme. Syme was 
a genial and approachable man. Pro- 
gressive, too! He had adopted the 
new American method of using ether 
to put his patients to sleep when they 
were operated upon. He and Pirogoff, 
the Russian, were among the few Eu- 
ropean surgeons to do it 15 years be- 
fore, when Lister was a dresser at Ed- 
inburgh.

This Pasteur was not a med- 
ical doctor at all; he was a chemist, 
like Professor Anderson. One of his 
papers had to do with changing one 
kind of tartaric acid into another kind. 
It was not easy for a professor of sur- 
gery to understand. But then there 
was an idea—some surgeons claimed 
that inflammation was due to a change 
in the nature of the fluids in the tis- 
sues. If chemical changes occur in 
minerals, why not in human tissues? 
Well, there a person was. 

“Then another of these papers 
showed that wine fermented from 
something that dropped into the grape 
juice from the air.

WACO, Texas. 
HE armadillo is a 
little animal armed 
like a_ thirteenth- 
century crusader 
and fierce to look 
upon. He gives 
somewhat the same 
appearance as an 
ree army tank and can 

burrow under 
ground faster than a man can follow 
him on the surface with a shovel. 
There is little in common, one would 
think, between these fierce little crea- 
tures (they are boon companions of 
the deadly rattlesnake) and so homely 
and innocent an object as the lamp- 
shade. 

Yet such a connection does exist. 
Frequenters of curio shops are fa- 
miliar with the armadillo lampshade 
—a favorite decorative fixture in the 
Victorian home. It had its place in 
the affections of grandmother's in- 
terior decorator, somewhere bet ween 
the elephant-foot umbrella stand and 
the glass dome of wax flowers. 

But if looking for one 
nowadays, one would probably have to 
send to Charles Apelt here in Waco.

Hurst, that the race may evolve even- 
tually into virtually disembodied spir- 
its, few exceed in picturesqueness the 
forecast of Dr. Thomas Hall Shastid 
of Duluth, Minnesota. Dr. Shastid 
thinks that some day homo sapiens 
will have only one eye, like the Cy- 
clops of mythology. But whereas the 
Cyclops wore his eye in the center of 
his forehead, man will have his in 
the middle of his face. 

This prediction comes from a med- 
ical man who is ophthalmologist to 
two Duluth hospitals, inventor of eye, 
ear, nose and throat instruments and 
optical procedures, and author of 
many medical works, including some 
3000 articles in the American Ency- 
clopedia of Ophthalmology. Dr. Shas- 
tid has also written several novels. 
From 1907 to 1912 he was professor 
of the history of medicine in the 
American College of Medicine in St. 
Louis, a school which is no longer in 
existence. 

Dr. Shastid gives his idea of chang- 
es the human visage will undergo in 
an article on ‘‘The Evolution of Eyes,’ 
in the American Scholar, quarterly of 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scholastic 
fraternity.

A simple demonstration of this is 
suggested. Look at a spot on a wall 
about a dozen feet away through a 
finger ring held six inches or so in 
front of the face.

If you are right-handed, the spot will 
still be seen within the ring. Close 
the right and the spot will not 
be seen through the ring, but at one 
side of it. 

This inability of a pair of normal 
eyes to record the same image simul- 
taneously is, Dr. Shastid says, of rel- 
atively late development and is due to 
the evolution of a speech-center. The 
speech center of a right-handed person 
is on the left side of the brain. No 
animals, so far as he knows, have one 
eye dominant.

Other consequences are more signifi- 
cant, however.

In a land where farming can 
only be carried on by the extensive use 
of irrigation, such a change will be 
a decided benefit. The cultivated areas 
will. spread out and become more fer- 
tile. 

Supplementing these large benefits 
will be the fact that 2,000,000 tons of 
sait would flow in from the ocean 
every day. Iv the use of evaporating 
pans, this section would become a 
world center for this product.

‘“**Well, since you think decom- 
position and gangrene and all 
these stenches that you have to 
keep the windows of your wards 
open to avoid here in Glasgow, 
come from some fermenting sub- 
stance or germs, or something of 
that kind, you want a way to kill 
them, don’t you?’

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to hunt, took this as an affront. 

Then, one day, Clarence Potter 
heard his dogs baying and fol- 
lowed them to where a woodchuck 
lay dead on Price’s land. One of 
Price’s men carried it to Price and 
told him about it. Price sent Vir- 
gie Williams, one of his men, to 
Waynesville to swear out a war- 
rant charging Potter with hunt- 
ing without a license and trespass- 
ing. At his trial Clarence testi- 
fied that he heard his dogs and 
went over to where they were, but 
denied that he had shot the wood- 
chuck or that he had been hunt- 
ing. He was acquitted of the 
hunting charge but convicted of 
trespassing and fined $5 and 
costs. Afterward Dewey Potter, 
walking along the street, met J. 
C. Churchwell, a Negro semploye 
on the Price estate, and said to 
him: ‘‘Tell your boss not to get 
off of his land again and not to 
ride the top of the mountain.’’ 

Churchwell told Price, and the 
message perturbed him. He feared 
for his safety and moved his bed 
from beside a window to a more 
secure part of the cabin. The 
next day he made arrangements 
to have J. N. Tate of Waynesville 
sworn in as a special deputy, to 
act as his bodyguard. He was to 
have gone out to the Price place 
on Monday, the day after Price 
was killed. 

Through all of this Deacon Pot- 
ter had held true to his calling as 
a man of peace, even when, as he 
was riding down a bridle path to 
Hazelwood, two of Price’s men 
stopped him and told him not to 
use the path, which passed 
through a part of Price’s land, 
any more. He did not demur and 
advised hig sons to avoid reprisal. 
On Sunday morning he and Clar- 
ence went to a Sunday school pic- 
nic at the top of Old Bald, eight 
miles away, and he says that Clar- 
ence was there with him all day. 

That Sunday morning Price, 
unwilling to forego his usual ride 
to the top of the mountain, went 
forth, taking with him as a body- 
guard two of his men, Virgie Wil- 
liams and Charles Buchanan, 
mounted on mules. 

They went as far as Deep Gap

Price’ reined his 
mare and asked the man who he 
was talking to. ‘‘All of you,” he 
answered. Then firing began. 

Price was struck. His horse 
plunged and he fell to the ground. 
Ten minutes later he said to Bu- 
ehanan: ‘‘Don’t take me North.’ 
Then he murmured “Etta,’’ the 
name of his wife, and died. 


EWEY POTTER came to 
] ) warnesvit and surren- 

dered. He admitted he had 
fired on Price and his men, but 
said it was only after Price had 
fired at him. Clarence, Dewey's 
brother; Eric Ledford, a cousin, 
and Wayne, 14-year-old son of 
Dewey, also were arrested. 

Deacon Potter, bowed under the 
trouble that had come to his fam- 
ily, blamed it all on meddlers and 
tattlers who had told stories to 
Price about the Potter boys tres- 
passing and hunting on his land. 
Dewey, he said, admitted firing at 
Price, but claimed self-defense, 
and said Clarence had nothing to 
do with it. 

No vehicle could reach Deep 
Gap, where Thomas Price died, 
but willing men, taking turns, car- 
ried his body on a stretcher sev- 
eral miles to the nearest road and 
the body was brought to an un- 
dertaker’s here. To the under- 
taker’s came men, women and 
children from the creeks and the 
coves and looked upon his dead 
face and were sad, for he had 
been a friend to them. 

School opened as usual on Mon- 
day morning at Allen's Creek 
School, but the children were dis- 
traught and unable to apply them- 
selves to their books. Mrs. Fer- 
guson, the teacher, had no heart 
for her work either. So at noon 
she told the pupils there would 
be no more school that day and 
sent them home, sorrowful in 
their own way over the Sunday 
afternoon tragedy that had taken 
away their Santa Claus. 


‘“*Well, in Carlisle we had a 
very bad smelling sewerage sys- 
tem ... But-do you know what 
we did? We put carbolic acid in 
the sewers, and, by gad, the smell 
disappeared from Carlisle.’ 

“*Carbolic acid—-phenol, eh?’ 
asked Lister. 

‘**Ay—phenol. Now, of course, 
I don't know whether the smell 
disappeared because the _ septic 
particles were killed or not, but I 
doe know the sewers did not smell 
of carbolic very strong.’ 

‘““*What did they smell of?’ 

"They didn’t smell much of 
anything,’ replied his colleague. 
‘And there was another thing,’ he 
continued; ‘we had a lot of trou- 
ble with a disease of cattle feed- 
ing on pastures which were irri- 
gated with the sewage—one of 
your damned entozoan disorders 
of some sort or other. By gad, 


do you know, sir, . we've had 
none of that since we used the 
phenol?’ ; 

“This conversation made a 


great impression on Lister. He 
decided to paint a compound frac- 
ture with carbolic acid. He did 
so in March, 1865. Disappoint- 
ment and confusion. The man 
died, in spite of the treatment— 
died just as all the others with 
compound fractures died. 

“But he still pondered. 

“On August 12, 1865, his dress- 
er, Hector Cameron, knocked on 
the door and came in, 

‘**There’s a compound fracture 
of the tibia just been admitted to 
the ward, chief,’ he announced. 

“A compound fraeture, eh?’ 
responded Lister. ‘Well, zet me 
some carbolic acid. I am going to 
paint it with that.’ 

“,... 80, with.a ring of incred- 
ulous faces about him, he painted 
the edges of the wound and the 
protruding splinters of bone with 
the carbolic. Then he dressed the 
leg carefully. 

‘'*See here,’ he said suddenly. 
‘Sister, I want the cleanest towel 
in the house to dress that wound 
with. And mind that you put it 
in a pan and boil it first.’ 

“In those days hospital dress- 
ings were obtained by asking 
housewives to send bundles of 
old linen. Nothing was done 
to them—they were not even 
washed before they were put on 
wounds. 

‘““‘We may be sure that Dr. Lis- 
ter watched his patient with the 
compound fracture very carefully. 
He changed the dressings next 
day and again swabbed the open 
surface with the carbolic. 

“He wrote his father, with 
whom he kept up a regular cor- 
respondence, as a dutiful son 
should, His father, Joseph Jack- 
son Liater, was a very great man 
himself. He had, with Wollaston, 
perfected the microscope much as 
we have it now. He was a man 
of science—indeed, a Fellow of 
the Royal Society. So his son felt 
free to discuss with the greatest 
freedom matters of scientific in- 


terest with his father. 

‘**There is one of my cases at 
the infirmary which I am sure will 
interest thee,’ wrote this Quaker 
son to his Quaker father. ‘It is 
one of compound fracture of the 
leg, with a wound of considerable 
size and accompanied by great 
bruising and a great effusion of 
blood. ... Though hardly expect- 
ing success, I tried the applica- 
tion of carbolic acid to the wound 
to prevent decomposition of the 
blood, and so avoid the fearful 
mischief of suppuration through- 
out the limb. Well, it is now eight 
days since the accident, and the 
patient has been going on exactly 
as if there were no. external 
wound; that is, as if the fracture 
were a simple one. His appetite, 
sleep, etec., are good and the limb 
daily diminishing in size, while 
there is no appearance whatever 
of any matter forming.’

firmary with a good leg 
and a record of recovery so un- 
eventful as to be a marvel to the 
whole city. 

‘In the meantime, Lister had 
been trying the procedure on 
other cases. One was a boy whose 
arm had been mangled in a ma- 
chine at a fair. ‘Without the as- 
sistance of the antiseptic treat- 
ment,’ as he told the Section on 
Surgery of the British Medical So- 
ciety, two years later, ‘I should 
certainly have thought of nothing 
but amputation at the shoulder 
joint.’ 

‘“‘My dear father,’ he writes 
under the date of June 11, 1866, 
‘I have really little or nothing to 
write about this week.’ Nothing 
much to write about! Only one 
of the 10 most important things 
that ever happened to the human 
race! ‘I have a continued good 
report to give of the compound 
fracture, which is, indeed, now 
no longer a case of uncertainty.’ 

“Whatever else Joseph Lister 
may have been, you cannot get 
into the same atmosphere with 
him without a feeling of peace 
and a love of truth. : 

‘He got several new ideas. In- 
stead of washing his hands after 
a surgical operation, as most of 
his colleagues did. he washed 
them before. Instead of wearing 
a dirty old coat, with dried blood 
and pus on it, to operate in, he 
wore a clean linen apron. Instead 
of having his needle and thread 
stuck in his lapel, he invented a 
way to sterilize ligatures, 

“And the air which he thought 
was so important a source of in- 
fection—he had sprayed with 
carbolic acid and water from a 
kind of donkey engine. 

“His results were unbelievable. 
Indeed, they were unbelieved. 
‘Hospital gangrene’ almost disap- 
peared from the Glasgow infirm- 
ary. ‘Hospital gangrene’ was the 
frightful infection which gat into 
every open wound in the hospi- 


: OOP ascnars the patient was 
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tals of that day. 

“On March 16, 1867, he report- 
ed his results in an article in the 
Lancet, the- great English weekly 
journal of the medical sciences. 
On August 9 of that year he read 
his paper, ‘On the Antiseptic Prin- 
ciple of the Practice of Surgery,’ 
to the British Medical Association 
meeting at Dublin. 

“It was probably the most im- 
portant address ever made before 
a group of surgeons. 

“And what did the surgeons 
do? Most or them laughed. Most 
of them winked. Some got angry. 
Lister was a little balmy. Or just 
a plain liar. 

“The air of surgery, indeed, 
from 1867 to 1885, was full of 
carbolic acid and controversy... . 

“Gradually the atmosphere 
cleared.e In 1878 Robert Koch 
showed the cause of wound infec- 
tion to be the germs called staphy- 
lococci and _ streptococci. Lister 
gradually gave up his idea that 
the air contained the substances 
which caused hospital gangrene. 
It began to be the custom to boil 
the instruments and sponges to be 
an operation and thus kill 
is responsible for infec- 
es, to which Lister 
were almost 
vo- 


devoted much 
universally prepared, a: 
cated, by soaking in carboli¢ acid. 
But the donkey engine and the 
carbolic spray had disappeared 
almost completely by 1890. 

‘“‘And in that period between 
1867 and 1890 all surgery had 
undergone a change. Hospital 
gangrene, erysipelas, septicaemia, 
running wounds,  vile-smelling 
wards—all disappeared... . 

‘“‘And in the meantime, too, all 
the rancor died away and Joseph 
Lister lived in the sunset period 
of his life. in a sort of halo of 
glory shed over him by the whole 
world of surgery and medicine, 
and, indeed, science?’

stroyed—the price he pays for 
speech-center. The great cyclo- 
pean eye, however, will regain 
stereoscopic vision by developing 
two maculae in the one eye, just 
in the fashion in which many 
birds have stereoscopic vision in 
each eye now. 

“It might be explained that the 
macula lutea referred to is the 
gmall yellow spot .. the most sen- 
sitive area on the human retina. 

‘Although the field of view will 
then be narrower than now the 
eye will probably be both micro- 
scopic and telescopic; it will be 
exceedingly acute for colors, for 
motion and for form; and, finally, 
most important of all, it will prob- 
ably ve able to perceive as light 
many forms of energy which now 
produce in human eyes no sort or 
kind of perception. 


“Yes, in distant centuries or 
millenaries man will be a Cyclops, 
a Polyphemus, a being with one 
eye only. That eye, however, will 
not be situated in the center of 
the forehead. It will stand instead 
in the center of the face. The
